The new Ministers held a council to-day, 
when a declaration of policy, to be made by 
M. Gambetiu at the opening of the sit- 
ting of the Chamber of Deputies on 
Tuesday, owas drawn up andes ap- 
yroved, The declaration, it is understood, 
iontains pacific assurances in regard to the 
‘oreign policy, declares the necessity of revis- 
ng the mode of electing Senators, and advo- 
pates the introduction of scrutin de liste. 

It is expected that Count de Saint-Vallier, 
french Ambassador at Berlin, will be re- 
placed. It is stated that if a change 
de made in the representation of France 
at the German Court it will be 
due to the influence of Prince Bis- 
marck, who, it is asserted, has made 
representations unfavorable to Count de 
Saint-Valiier, Gen. Chanzy, while ‘in 
Berlin, had an interview with Prince 
Bismarck. The latter, it is said, 
teclared that he in no way feare@ the contin- 
gency of M. Gambetta’s return to power, as 
he recognized in him not only a great orator, 
but also a great patriot, who loved his country 
too sincerely to launch it upon adventures 
which might end fatally. 

The National, reporting conversation in the 
lobbies of the Chamber, says that the Minister- 
lal list was-received with profound astonish- 
ment, and that the comments were unfavorable. 
The Courrier du Soir thinks that M. Gam- 
betta and the men whom he has gathered 
around him deserve a fair trial. 

Lyons, Nov. 14—Both M. Revillon and M. 
Clemenceau, in their speeches here jast night, 
violently attacked the Conservative Republi- 
eans, but advocated peaceful means for the 
development of the Republican ideu. 

Lonpon, Nov. 15.—A Paris dispatch says: 
**The bourse is ill-disposed, owing to the 
fact that M. Say is not in the Cabinet. 
M. Aljain-Targé, the new Minister of Finance, 
enjoys in first-class banking circles a high 
reputation for competence and respectability.” 

Another dispatch from Paris says: ‘**'the 
new Cabinet has not been received with any 
zreat enthusiasm. [ts general composition is 
reproached with not corresponding to the public 
expectations and with being a petit, not a 
grand, Ministére. The Cabinet is com- 
posed of men who are certainly not 
well known, but who are not. the 
nonentities they are asserted to be, 
The nomination of M. Paul Bert for the Min- 
istry of Public Instruction is considered most 
injudicious, and has alienated the sympathy 
of the Conservatives.”’ 

The Times says: ‘*The composition of the 
French Ministry is somewhat of a surprise, and 
perhaps a little of a disappointment. The 
tignificance of M. Pauli Bert’s appoint- 
ment to the Ministry of Public Instruction 
cannot be mistaken. The new Ministry, it 
may almost be said, is not so much a 
Ministry of Gambetta as it is Gambetta 
bimself. 1t is impossible not to see the ascen- 
jancy of M. Gambetta, a certain revival 
of personal Government, and a possible 
menace to the spirit of Republican institutions. 
His accession to office is the turning pointia 
the affairs of France, and possibly even in 
those of Europe, but history and his career 
are the strongest security that M. Gambetta

THE NEW MINISTERS. 

Leox Micuren GamBetra, Minister of 
Foreign Affairs and President of the Council, 
was born at Cahors. April 2, 1838, and ad- 
mitted to the Paris Bar in 1859. In 1869 he 
was elected to the Corns Législatif, and in the 
following year madea violent attack on the 
Dilivier Ministry. On the fall of the Empire, 
ia September, 1870, he was nominated Minis- 
wr of the Interior. Hewas soon forced to re- 
sign, however, on account of his violent ad- 
iinistration, and since then he has passed his 
time alternately in traveling and making po- 
litical speeches and in serving in the Chamber. 
In 1878 he was forced to fight a duel with M. 
ie Fourtu for calling that gentleman a liar in 
the Chamber. 

THEODORE JOSEPH JULES CazoT, Minister 
of Justice, is an eminent lawyer of Paris. He 
svvas born Feb. 11, 1821. and admitted to the 
Bar of Paris, but finally established himself, 
in 1848, in his native city, Alais. Here he 
allied himself to the Republican Party. After 
the coup d’état he was arrested, and remained 
in prison for some time, after which he was 
kept for several years in banishment. Upon 
his return he settied in Paris, and in Septem- 
ber, 1870, was made Sécretary-General to the 
Minister of the Interior. n 1871 be was 
elected to the Assembly, and two years later 
was made a life Senator. He hasalways been 
a great friend of Gambetta, and accompanied 
him on many of his political tours. 

M. WaLbDEcCK-RovussEav, Minister of the 
Interior, was born at Rennes in 1812, 
He studied law, and was admitted to 
the Bar at Nantes. During the reign of 
Louis Philippe he was regarded asa Liberal, 
end belonged to the Society of ‘* Droits de 
PHomme.” After the revolution of February 
he ran in the Lower Loire, and was elected a 
Representative of the people by 86,329 votes. 
He joined the Moderate Left and supported 
the policy of Gen. Cavaignac. After the elec- 
tions of Dec. 10 he opposed the Govern- 
ment of Louis Napoleon, advocated the liberty 
pf the press and the clubs, and condemned the 
expedition to Rome. 

M. Paut Bert, Minister of Instruction, is 
known as an able physiologist, and was called 
to the Chair of Physiology in the School of 
Sciences of Paris in 18t8. He entered politi- 
cal life on Sept. 4, 1870, when he was made 
Secretary-General of the Prefecture de 
’Yonne. and in January following Prefect 
vf the Department of the North. He was 
elected to the National Assembly in 1871, and 
gga in 1876, serving with the Extreme 

eft: 

Maurice Rovvier, Minister of Commerce, 
is a lawyer by profession, and was born at 
Aix, April 17, 1842. While practicing his pro- 
Tession at Marseiiles, he assailed the Empire 
in the opposition press, aad after Sept. 4, 1870, 
was made Secretary-General of the Prefecture 
of Bouches du in Rhone. In 1871 he was elected 
to the National Assembly, where he acted 
with the Extreme Left. He was appointed 
na member of the Commission for Judicial 
Reform in Ezypt,and in this capacity sustained 
with great zeal the interests of France in the 
East. In 1876 he was elected a Deputy, again 
allied himseif with the Extreme Left, and was 
reade Secretary of the Chamber. He was one 
pi the 363 Deputies who, in the following year, 
refused a vote of confidence in the Broglie 
Cabinet, and in 1873 he was re-elected. He is 
the husband of the lady who,writes under the 

‘ pseudonym of Claude Vignon. 

Lovis ADOLPHE CocHEny, Minister of Posts 
and Telezgraphs, was bern at Paris Aug. 19, 
2820, and isa lawyer by profession. In 1869 
he was elected to the Corps Législatif, and 
acted with the Left Centre. In July, 1870, he 
voted against the war with Germany. In 1871 
he was elected to represent the Department of 
the Loire, and has been successively re-elected 
to the Assembly ever since. He has always 
acted with the Left Centre. 

Vrancois Henri RENE ALLAIN-TaRGE, 
Minister of Finance, is alawyer by profession, 
and has been the editor-in-chief of the Répub- 
lique #rangaise since its establishment, in 1871. 
His political services have been confined prin- 

ly to acting 23 Municipal Councilor of the 


city of Paris for the American quarter, known 
as the Nineteenth Arrondissement, to which he 
was appointed in 1871, and his constituents in 
this quarter sent him tothe National Assem- 
bly in 1876. 

"ANTONIN Provst, Minister of Fine Arts, is 
a literary man, and, like the Minister of Fi- 
nance, an editor of Le Républiqne Francaise, 
He was born at Niort March 15, 1832, and 
has passed his entire life in the profession of 
journalism, except for a brief period after the 
close of the Franco-Prussian war, when he 
served as Secretary to the Minister of the In- 
terior until Gambetta resigned that post. He 
was defeated three times in his aspirations to 
reach a seat in the Chamber, but in 1876 he 
waselccted. He has always been regarded as 
a mere lieutenant to Gambetta. 

PierRRE PauL DEVES was born at Aurillac 
(Cantal) in 1837, and was educated a lawver. 
He was admitted to the Bar at Béziers. Some 
time afterward he became interested in poli- 
tics, and was elected Deputy for the second 
circonscription of the Arrondissement of Bé- 
ziers by 11,325 votes out of 19,000. He joined 
the Left, voted with the majority of the Cham- 
ber, and after the act of the 16th of May, 1877, 
was among the 363 Deputies of the Left who 
refused to pass a vote of confidence in the Cab- 
inet of M. de Broglie. In the elections of 
October following he ran against Mgr. de Las 
Casas, Bonapartist, and defeated him by a 
majority of 9.555 votes. 

M. Leon Renavutt, Minister of Public 
Works, was born at Maisuns-Alfort Sept. 
25, 1839, and was admitted to the Paris 
Bar in 1862. Heserved as Secretary-General 
to the Prefect of Police of Paris from Novem- 
ber, 1870, to May, 1871, when he was made 
Prefect of the Loire. In February, 1876, he 
was elected to the Chamber, taking his place 
with the Left Centre. He has never done any- 
thing to make his name very widely known 
outside of Paris. 

THEODORE RayYNAL, Minister of Public 
Works, has seen less of public life than any 
one of the new Cabinet. He was born at Nar- 
bonne, sept. 12, 1819. and began life as a jour- 
nalist, in which capacity he opposed the Guizot 
Ministry. He finally deserted journalism and 
entered upon a commercial career. After the 
February revolution he was elected to the As- 
sembly, joining himself to the extreme Left. 
After the election of Louis Napoleon as Presi- 
dent, he fought the policy of the Government 
and was defeated at the following election, 
when he returned again to commercial pur- 
suits. He served as Prefect of the Depart- 
ment de l’Aude from Sept. 6, 1870, to March 
11, 1871, and since then has devoted himself to 
his private place. 
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NOTES FROM WASHINGTON. 
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WASHINGTON, Nov. 14, 1881. 

The national bank notes received for re- 
demption to-day amounted to $230,000. 

The receipts from internal revenue to-day

The President has accepted Attorney-Gen- 
eral MacVeagh’s resignation. The employes 
of the department called upon him and mado 
their official farewells, and he then turned the 
department over to the charge of Solicitor- 
Generai Phillips, who will be the acting At- 


torney-General until a new appointment is 
made. 


The Hon. Lionel Sackville-West, the new 
Minister Plenipotentiary and Envoy Extraor- 
dinary from the Court of St. James, called 


upon President Arthur this afternoon and | 


formally presented his credentials. He was 
accompanied by Secretary Blaine, who intro- 
duced him to the President. The customary 
congratulatory addresses were made. 

President Arthur to-day appointed John L. 
Waite to be Postinaster at Burlington, Iowa, 
vice Frank Hatton, resigned. He also issued an 
order under the tenure of office act suspend- 
ing O. A. Hadley, Postmaster at Little Rock, 
Ark., and directing Inspector Cameron, of the 
St. Louis district, to take charge of the office 
until the vecancy thus created shall be filled by 
a new Presidential appointment. The order is 
based upon a Special Agent’s report alleging 
that Postmaster Hadley had taken vouchers 
from clerks in his office for larger sums than 
he paid them. 

Judge Folger, in company with ex-Secretary 
Windom, was driven to the Treasury Depart- 
inent about 10:3U o'clock thismorning. Notary 
Public George Y. Coffin, of the Bureau of 
Revenue Marine, was sent for to administer 
the oath of office, which occupied only a very 
few minutes. After the oath of office had 
been administered, ex-Secretary Windom re- 
quested that the chiefs of bureaus and divi- 
sions be summoned to take leave of him and to 
meet his successor. ‘Che officers passed through 
the room and were introduced to Secretary Fol- 
ger by Assistant Secretaries French and Up- 
ton and Chief Clerk Power. After the bureau 
Officers had left the Secretary’s office, Secre- 
tary Folger announced his intention of begin- 
ning work immediately, and gave directions 
to have all the official business of to-day 
brought tohim for signature. Ex-Secretary 
Windom tnrned over te his successor certain 
keys which are always kept by the Secretary 
and bade him good-bye, with the remark: 
“Should you at any time need my assistance 
in matters pertaining to the department, I 
shall be very happy to render it.”

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FRANOH’S INTERFERENCE 
NORTH AFRICA, 

GEN. LOGEROT’S EXPEDITION TO GABES AND 

8USA BEGUN UNDER PROTEST—UNNECES- 

SARY LOSS OF LIFE PREDICTED—THB 

EGYPTIAN AND TRIPOLITAN TROUBLES. 

Tunis, Nov. 14.—Gen. Logerot’s column 
left Kairwan on the 12th inst. for Gabes. 

An Arab accused of placing stones on the 
railway has been shot. The sickness among 
the troops at Kairwan and Susa is increasing. 
A tram car conveying sick soldiers from Kair- 
wan to Susa was upset and the occupants were 
severely injured, 

Lonpon, Nov. 14.—A dispatch from Kair- 
wan says: ‘* All the inhabitants have been 
disarmed.- The quartering of French troops in 
a number of mosques and colleges has given 
great offense to the Tunisians. Gen. Logerot 
strongly objected to the projected march to 
Gabes and thence to Susa, and only prepared 
to start on receiving stringent orders from 
Paris. The route lies through a difficult and 
mountainous country, where operations will 
be almost impossible after the rains, which 
havealready begun. It is impossible to describe 
the unpopularity of the expedition among all 
ranks. It is openty denounced as a waste of 
lives. The French officers contemplate wholesale 
resignation of their commissions at the elose 
of the campaign. The construction of the rail- 
way from Susa to Kairwan will probably be 
stopped by the rains,” 

CONSTANTINOPLE, Nov. 14.—The Govern- 
mentof Egypt has informed the Porte that 
Talat Pasha will arrive at Stamboul on Thurs- 
day with a letter from the Khédive to the 
Porte, thanking him for having sent the mis- 
sion to Egypt, the effect of which has been to 
strengthen the relations between Egypt and 
Turkey. 

It is stated that the Porte intends to super- 
sede the commander of the Army in Tripoli. 
The journal Al Jawaib says: ‘*'The appoint- 
ment of a new Governor of Tripoli will give 
fresh strength to Tunis to resist France.” 

Susa, Nov. 14.—Fever and dysentery con- 
tinue among the troops. Six hundred and 
seventy soldiers are in the hospital and 250 
have been sent to Francein 10 days. Num- 
vers of, invalids are arriving from Kairwan 
daily.

THE IRISH LAND QUESTION. 
A FENIAN SUPPORTING THE GLADSTONE POL- 
ICY—MORE OUTRAGES AND ARRESTS. 

Lonpon, Nov. 14.—The Morning Post, re- 
ferring to the status and previous occupation 
of some of the assistant Commissioners for 
fixing fair rent under the Land act, says an 
influential member of Parliament, when Par- 
liament meets, will move for a select commit- 
tee to inquire into their antecedents and quali- 
fications. 

Mr. O’Leary, member of the Fenian trium- 
virate, has written a letter from Paris declar- 
ing that, while he maintains his principles and 
is resolved to combat England, he deprecates 
the maligning of Englishmen. Mr. Glad- 
stone, he says, has given to Ireland a land act 
such as nobody a few years ago could have 
hoped for, and Mr. Forster is very much bet- 
ter than most of the Irish Secretaries. 

Gen. Meares, a Deputy Lieutenant for 
County Westmeath, has been fired at by two 
men behind a ditch in broad daylight, but was 
not injured. No arrests have been made, 

There have beeu four arrests in connection 
with the shooting of Farmer Gavinin Castle 
Island. Two persons have been arrested un- 
der the Coercion act, near Tralee, for intimi- 
dation. 

Martin Mullegue, an ex-League organizer in 
Roscommon and Leitrim Counties, has been 
rearrested under the Coercion act, and lodged 
in Galway Jail. 

The Press Association reports that Tobin, 
the Fenian, in whose house various articles 
connected with the Fenian and Land League 
movements were found, has been apprehended 
at Middlesborough, and conveyed to Bradford. 

Lonpon, Nov. 15.—A dispatch from Rome 
says the Pope to-day sat in council with a 
select congregation of Cardinals to consider 
the Irish question.

A SPEECH BY SENOR CASTELAR. 
HE ATTACKS THE ULTRAMONTANE DEPUTIES 
AND ADVOCATES REPUBLICANISM. 

Maprip, Nov. 14.—In the Chamber of 
Deputies to-day the debate on the address in 
reply to the royal speech was resumed. Se- 
fior Castelar made a violent attack on the Ul- 
tramontane Deputies, as defenders of the tem- 
poral power of the Pope. He adjured the 
Liberal Government of Spain to assist 
Italy in upholding the separation of 


the temporal from the spiritual pow- 
er. Sefior Castelar argued that at 
no time had the utterances of the Pope been 
less tettered, the conclaves more respected, pil- 
grimages.more frequent or free from molesta- 
tion than under the existing order of things. 
He advocated the maintenance of peace be- 
tween Spain and Italy, and urged concord be- 
tween thedemocracy andthe Church. He de- 
fended the principle of national unity as 
opposed to the Separatist tendencies in the 
Northern provinces. He stated his views as 
to the best means of avoiding civil war. He 
approved the recent circular of the Minister 
of Public Instruction authorizing the appoint- 
ment of free-thinkers to professional chairs, 
and he also approved the principle of self- 
government in the universities and recognition 
of the rights of science. Hedeclared he would 
never vary in his devotion to Republicanism 
no matter how progressive in its policy a Gov- 
ernment established on other principles might 
be, or how liberal in spirit. Conscience, per- 
sonally, and history forbade him to abandon 
his opinions on that point. The spectacle of 
France growing ever stronger, contrasted with 
the monarchy of Portugal, threatened more and 
more by a revolutionary crisis, constituted a 
danger to the Spanish monarchy, Explaining 
the favor he showed to the present Government, 
Sefior Castelar said the Ministers were fostering 
and strengthening the liberties of the people, 
which the Republi cans ought to take advantage 
of in order to educate the country for universal 
suffrage. 

Premier Sagasta replied to Sefior Castelar. 
He expressed his firm conviction that Spain’s 
sole hope of prosperity lay in the maintenance 
of the monarchy. He regretted that Sefior 
Castelar kad not abjured Republican ideas and 
followed the example of those whe had recently 
returned to their allegiance to the monarchical 
form of government,

BISMARCK TO REMAIN IN OFFICE—PLANS 
FOR CONTROLLING THE REICHSTAG. 

Lonpon, Nov. 14.—A Berlin correspond- 
ent says: ‘‘In consequence of the desire of 
the Emperor, Prince Bismarck will remain in 
office. A speedy modification of the May laws 
is to be expected, with the view of obtain- 
ing a Government majority in the Reichstag by 
an arrangement with the party of the Centre.” 

Bern, Nov. 14.—Prince Bismarck looks 
pretty well, although he has lately suffered 
much from neuralgia and sleeplessness, and, as 
a consequence, is rather irritable. 

Herr Liebknecht will relinquish Offenbach 
in favor of Herr Bebel, whom the Socialists 
there will do their utmost to elect to the 
Reichstag. Herr Dietz (Socialist) has defeated 
a Progressist at Hamburg. Herr Frohme 
(Socialist) has been elected at Hanau by a 
large majority. Dr. Stoecker has at last ob- 
tained a seat in the Reichstag at Minden by a 
majority of 2,000.

The steamer Sardinian, from Quebec Nov. 5, 
with Lord Lorne, Governor-General of Can- 
ada, on board, arrived at Liverpool to-day.

Anaction by Clement Scott, dramatic critic, 
against Mr. Sampson, of the Heferee, a Sun- 
day sporting newspaper, for libel, was men- 
tioned to-day before Judges Denman and Hud- 
dleston, sitting in banc. An article in the 
Referee implied that Mr. Scott had exterted 
£500 from Admiral Carr Glynn by threaten- 
ing to publish revelations concerning the late 
Miss Neilson. The defendant had administered 
interrogatories to Mr. Scott with a view to 
show that he had obtained money from other 
actors and actresses. He now wishes to com- 
pel Mr. Scott to give a fuller answer thereto. 
The Judges held that the answers, which 
amounted to a general denial of what was 
stated in the interrogatories, were sufficient.

GENERALTELEGRAPHNEWS 
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READJUSTERS IN COUNCIL. 
MATTERS TO COME BEFORE THE NEXT VIR- 
GINIA LEGISLATURE. 

RicumonD, Nov. 14.—A meeting of lead- 
ing Readjusters will be held here on Monday 
next to discuss 1mportant questions likely to 
come before the Legislature when it meets in 
Devember. Among the most prominent of 
these will be the Senatorship and the election 
of four Judges of the Supreme Court of 
Appeals. Indications seem te point to 
Capt. Riddleberger as the strongest as- 
pirant for the first-mentioned honor. Some 
of the best informed Readjuster leaders in the 
State, and who are very close friends of Gen. 
Mahone, say that he will not accept a place in 
the Cabinet if 1t is tendered to him by Presi- 
dent Arthur. He would not, these gentlemen 
think, surrender his seat in the Senate to take 
any Cabinet position likely to be offered him. 


It is more probable that he will endeavor 
to secure such a post of honor for one 
of his lieutenants—John S. Wise, of 
this city, it may .be. It seems to be the im- 
pression in Democratic circles that there is 
such a scarcity of able lawyers in Mahone’s 
party that it will be difficult to find four men 
of sufficient legal attainments on that side to 
fill the positions in the Court of Appeals. So 
far from this being the case, several of the 
maost eminent members of the Bar in 
the State have indicated their willingness to 
serve in these places if chosen. The Readjust- 
ers have many able lawyers in sympathy with 
them. Some of these, it is true, have not taken 
any active partin the Readjuster fight since 
the inception of that movement. It is 
said that a contingency may arise in 
the Senatorial contest in which sev- 
eral Readjuster members of the Legislature 
will not act in concert with their associates. 
Asa distinct and emphatic understanding is 
declared to have been had with all the Reaa- 
juster candidates for that body before the elec- 
tion, this is not likely to occur.

A HILLSIDE GIVING WAY. 

FIVE OR SIX ACRES SLIDING DOWN HILL IN 
CLEVELAND—LARGE AMOUNT OF DAM- 
AGE DONE. 

CLEVELAND, Ohio, Nov. 14.—Scranton-ave- 
nue isa wide and paved main thoroughfare run- 
ning out of the flats under the New-York, Pennsyi- 
vania and Ohio Railroad bridge, and through the 
South Side to the city limits. Near it runs Wal- 
worth Run, a small creek lying between high 
banks, flanked all along by abattoirs, factories, and 
oil refineries. The run is a natural sewer, and 
when dammed at any point the water backs up 
with great rapidity, On Saturday  after- 
noon a land-slide occurred on Scranton- 
avenue, near Willey-street. There were about 
five acres involved in the ruins, which set- 
tiled down from 15 to 20 feet, and lay ina 
solid mass against the avenue. The land was near- 
ly all made land, and underneath it were several 
natural springs. When Scranton-avenue was paved 
about 12 years ago, provision was made for an out- 
let to these springs by the laying of three three-inch 
pipes, connecting them with Walworth Run and 
also with a sewer under the street. In the course 
of time these pipes became obstructed in some 
way, and the springs have burrowed for themselves 
an outlet under and through the street, loosening 
and undermining to such an extent that about 
four years ago the pavement on the west side of 
the hill sank in places from two to three feet. 

No action was taken, however, by the authori- 
ties, and when,a few days ago, the New-York, 
Chicago and St. Louis Railway began to excavate on 
the west side of Scranton-avenue and immediately 
north of the entranee to the stock-yards, the bank 
gave way and tbe !and east of the hill and south of 
Fairfield-street, heavily ballasted by stone placed 
there by the New-York, Chicago and St. Louis 
Railway, burrowed outs and without foundation, 
sank, and the waters not oniy forced a break 
clear across Scranton-avenue, but carried im- 
mense quantities of sand and earth into the 
gully described above. The course of Walworth 
Run became dammed up and the water backed, 
first forming a '!ake extending 300 feet north of 
Willey-street, and then backing into the refineries 
and other establishments there. This break oc- 
cured on Saturday night, and during Sunday it was 
thought that the efforts of the Street Department 
to force a way for the run through the débris would 
be successful, but they were not. The water com- 
menced to rise on Sunday night, and has been 
rising all day to-dey, entailing no __iit- 
tle damage, and causing a great deal 
of excitement. Up to this evening the 
Forest City Chemical Works, (J. H. Heisel & Co., 
refiners,) J. & T. 8S. Davis’s soap works, and J. C, 
Comstock’s slaughter-house, the American Lubri- 
cating Works, and Carrigan & Co.’s oil refinery 
have suspended operations, being already damaged 
by water, while Perry’s tar and roofing-feit works, 
MeCrea’s packing house, the old stock yards, and 
Isaac Reynold’s rendering works are completely 
wrecked and partly covered by the mass of loose 
earth which swept down the gully. The break 
across Scranton-avenue has been made passable by 
a foet bridge put up by the Street Commissioner. 
A small army of men is employed to dig for prop- 
erty supposed to be buried there. A telegraph 
pole in the centre of the break is hanging in the air 
suspended by the wires. A gang of men is at work 
digging an outlet for Walworth run, from the point 
where it is gorged to the old culvert under Scran- 
ton-avenue, at the foot of the hill. The damage 
is supposed at present to be from $50,000 to $60,000.

KILLED IN A MOCK DUEL. 
A NORFOLK COLORED MAN SHOT BY MIS- 
TAKE. 


NorFowk, Nov. 14.—A dispute arose a short 
time ago between Joha Jasper and James Casey, 
two well-known colored men of Norfolk County, 
in regard, it is said, to politics. After consider- 
able discussion the disputants, in a jok- 
ing way, decided to settle their difference 
on the field of honor. A mock duel was arranged, 
seconds were chosen, and double-barreled shot- 


guns were selected as the weapons. Yesterday 
the two men left for a place in Norfolk County not 
many miles from here. The combatants took their 
places, and at the word of command both men dis- 
charged their pieces. Jasper, to the surprise of 
all, fell with a severe wound. The fallen 
duelist was removed to a place near by, where 
medical aid was rendered. it was discovered that 
his injuries were serious, and he died that 
evening. It seems that from accident or 
some other cause small bird-shot were 
inserted in the charge put in Casey’s 
gun, which, when fired, took effect in Jasper’s body. 
What was only intended as a burlesque turred out 
to be a fatal affair. Although many affairs of 
honor have taken place in Virginia, especially 
during the political canvass just closed, the first 
victim to the duello in this State during these 
months was the colored man who bit the dustin 
the field inthiscounty. His death was tke result 
of a mistake, probably made by the person who 
loaded the weapon with which he was to play his 
part in the réle of a duelist. 
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LOST IN A SNOW-STORM. 

DENVER, Col., Nov. 14.—An Italian who 
was picked up by a Rio Grande train ou Saturday 
morning, near Gunnison, reports that on Friday 
afternoon he and three companions started to 


walk from Pitkin to Gunnison. After they had 
gone seven or eight miles darkness overtook them, 
and aheavy snow-storm set in. He lost his way 
and became separated from his companions, wan- 
dering about all night. In the morning he reached 
the railroad track and was picked up by an east- 
bound train. His comrades have been undoubtedly 
frozen to death. Thesurvivor is badly frost-bitten, 
but will recover. A party started from Pitkin to 
search for the missing men,

TVHE RODGERS'’S ARCTIC VOYAGE. 

San FRANCISCO, Nov. 14.—The Stock Report 
to-day publishes extracts from a letter from an 
officer on the Arctic relief steamer Rodgers, dated 
Oct. 16, at St. Lawrence Bay, where the Rodgers 
had arrived the day before. A sledge party was 
landed on the Siberian coast. about 50 miles from 
East Cape, with a year’s vrovisions. The party re- 
ceived orders to sledge the coast to the north and 
west as soon as the ground is covered with snow. 
The Rodgers reached latitude 73° 44 north. No 
land was visible to the northward, but southward 
a flight of ducks showed there must be land in that 
direction.

THE LAKE ERIE COLLISION. 
THE STORY TOLD BY THE CAPTAIN OF THE 
LOST STEAMER BRUNSWICK. 

Detroit, Mich., Nov. 14.—Capt. Chamber- 
lain, of the sunken steamer Brunswick, has arrived 
in this city, and gives the following account of the 
collision between his vessel and the schooner Car- 
livgford off Port Colborne on Saturday: 

* We left Buffalo at 10 o’clock Friday night, with 
a cargo of 1,500 tons of hard coal, bound for Du- 
luth. It was snowing anda little thick when we 
left, but at 11 the night was quite clear; the wind 
was east-south-east and blowing about seven miles 
anhour, At 12 0’clock the first mate, John Frazer, 
took charge, and I went aft for lunch. When I 
left the deck the weather was a little hazy, although 
Tcould plainly see Dunkirk light, 12 miles off. I went 
into the cabin and took off my overcoat and boots, 


ate lunch, and sat down by the steam heater for a 
smoke. I had just finished smoking and was putting 
on my boots to go forward, where my room was, 
when I felt a slight jar, and immediately after- 
ward I heard the signal for the engine to stop and 
back; a second jar was felt, which, I suppose, was 
caused by the vessel rolling and striking against 
the bow of the Brunswick. I iminediately ran for- 
ward, and found we had come in collision with 
a schooner. The second mate came on deck 
at this time, and I sent him below to 
see if we were leaking. He quickly returned 
and said we were sinking. Isaw that the men on 
the schooner had lowered their yawl and could 
save themselves, so I headed the Brunswick forthe 
shore. I did not believe at the time that we were 
sinking, but I went below and found that the ves- 
sel was rapidly filling with water. I closed the 
bulkhead down and set the pump to work. Three- 
quarters of an hour after the collision the Bruns- 
wick went down head foremost. Seven men, in- 
cluding the two mates, were in the port boat; the 
two cooks, myself, and the remainder of the crew, 
eight persons in all, were to go in the starboard 
yawl. The boats were hoisted, swung out on 
the davits, and some of the men remained on 
deck to push them off. All had _lite-pre- 
servers except myself. As the steamer sank 
she seemed to mea to break in _ two. 
As she took a sudden lurch to the starboard and 
rolled over the yaw!l, Mr. Francomb, the engineer, 
who wason deck shoving the yawl out, seemed to 
get jammed between her and the cabin, as I never 
saw him after she went over. Iiet loose the stern 
end of the yawl, but the man atthe bow did not 
unhook his end, so the yawl was taken down with 
the steamer. I thoughtthe yawl would come up 
again, and told the cooks to hang on to the seat; 
they did so, and I never sawthem again. I went 
down a great distance before I let go, and when I 
did let go thoughtI would never get to the top 
again. WhenI gotupI caught on some pieces of 
the wreck and was picked up by the port boat and 
taken with the others to Dunkirk. When I reached 
land I was so much exhausted that I had to be car- 
ried ashore.”’ 
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FREIGHT RATES INCREASED. 
THE PENNSYLVANIA RAILROAD’S NEW SCHED- 
ULE. 


Boston, Nov. 14.—The new schedula of 
freight rates between the East and West was put 
into operation on the Pennsy!vania Railroad to- 
day. The rates from Boston are: First class, 
60; second class, 50; third, 40, and fourth, 
28. The increase over the schedule which 
has been in foree since Aug. 6, and 
is still in forcé on the Erie, Boston and Albany, 
and Hoosac Tunnel lines is: First clasa, 15; second, 
18; third, 14, and fourth, 9. The rates to all West- 
ern points have been raised by the Pennsylvania 
Road in a corresponding proportion. Tbe fact 


that the other lines continue to take freight 
at the low” rates fixed in August oc- 
casioned dissatisfaction. The Erie and the 
Grand Trunk roads professed a willingness 
to increase their charges when all the roads could 
act together, but they were unwilling to drive 
away business by establishing a higher tariff than 
that of their rivals. The Boston and Albany Road, 
acting in harmony with the New-York Central, 
failed for some reason to make an advance. It is 
thought by the Rennsylvania people that the New- 
York Central is still anxious to injure its busi- 
ness, especially in New-England, by continuing to 
underbid it in the competition for freight. The 
natural result of the present condition of affairs is 
to deprive the Pennsylvania Road of a portion of its 
business, but it is believed that many of its old cus- 
tomers will continue to patronize it, and its present 
business is stated to be so large from New-York as 
to severely tax its resources. If the New-York 
Central continues to base its freight charges upou 
the present tariff the Pennsylvania will doubtless 
make some new move, although for the present it 
proposes to give the new rates a trial. believing 
that the other roads will see that it is tor their in- 
terest to make the same change.

MAJOR JANES’S INSANITY. 
IT IS ESTABLIGEFED BZFORE A REFEREE—A 
GUARDIAN APPOINTED. 

POUGHKEEPSIE, Nov. 14.—Daquiry was made 
to-day by order of Judge Barnard, and before 
Henry M. Taylor, into the mental condition of 
Major Henry Warner Janes, and inmate of the 
Hudson River State Hospital. Robert F. Wilkin- 
son appeared for Janes’s wife and relatives and 
B. Platt Carpenter as guardian ad litem. Sam- 
uel B. Janes, brother of Major Janes, 
testified that his brother is a retired Army officer, 
owning noreal estate and no personal estate but 
his ciothes and salary of $2,486 perannum. The 


War Department has refused to pay his salary for 
three months, considering him insane. He had oc- 
cupied honorable positions on the staff of Gen. 
Grant as wellasonthatof Gen. Sheridan. While 
Major Janes was in Montana, in 1878, the 
witness first heard that he was_ insane. 
In his insane moments he expressed intense 
hatred toward every member of his family. 
Several letters were produced by Mr. Wilkinson to 
show the insanity of Major Janes, and testimony 
was given that he had attempted suicide in Colum- 
bia County. Dr. Kellogg. of the Hudson River Hes- 
pital, testified that Major James was a very insane 
man, and the probabilities of racovery were against 
him. After hearing the evidence, Maior Janes was 
declared incompetent to take care of his business 
anda guardian was appointed. His insanity is sup- 
posed to have been brought on by grief at the loss 
of a daughter in 1878.

THE LAW UF GUARANTEE. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 14.—A decision was ren- 
dered inthe Supreme Court of the United States 
to-day in the case of Davis and Patrick against 
Wells, Fargo & Co., which settles some points in 
the law of guarantee thaj have hitherto been sub- 
jects of controversy. This court holds that where 
A, “in consideration of $1to him in nand paid,” 
executes and causes to be delivered to B an un- 


conditional agreement to guarantee the payment, 
up to a specified amount, of C's present and future 
indebtedness to the said B, it is not necessary for B 
formally to inform the guarantor, A, of his ac- 
ceptance of the terms of the agreement, or 
to keep the latter informed from time to 
time of the amount of OC’s fluctuating 
indebtedness. Ia the opinion of this court, the 
written instrument in question iS not merely an 
offer to do a certain thing, which to be valid must 
be formally accepted by the party for whose bene- 
fit it is made. It is, on the contrary, a completed 
contract, by virtue of the acknowledgment which 
it contains of the receipt by the guarantor of a val- 
asble consideration for the services to be rendered. 
The payment to the guarantor of the stipulated 
consideration is sufficient notice to him that his 
agreement is accepted, and he is by the instrument 
itself estopped now from denying that such con- 
sideration was received. The fact that the con- 
sideration is merely nominal makes no difference. 
A stipulation in consideration of $1 is just as effect- 
ual asif the sum were larger. With regard to the 
obligation of the guarantee to inform the guaran- 
tor of the default of the debtor, the court holds 
that, where the guarantor suffers loss or damage 
by reason of the failure of the guarantee to give 
him such notification, he is to that extent reieased, 
but both the laches of the plaintiff and the loss of 
the defendant must concur to constitute a defense. 
The judgment of the court below, in favor of 
Welis, Fargo & Co., is affirmed.

GEN. GARFIELD’S ASSASSIN 


—_—_——_———-—— 


A REMARKABLE SCENE ON THA 
FIRST DAY OF HIS TRIAL. 
COUNSEL FOR THE, DEFENSE AT LOGGER-~ 
HEADS FROM THE BEGINNING—GUITEAU' 
PERTINACIOUSLY INSISTS ON BEING 
HEARD—AN ADDRES# WHICH THE COURE 
WOULD NOT HEAR—FIVE JURORS OB- 
TAINED. 

Wasninetox, Nov. 14.—The trial of 
Guiteau for the assassination of President 
Garfield was begun to-day in the Criminal 
Court. The proceedings began at 10 o’clock . 
but long before that hour the court-room wai 
filled with spectators, and a large crowd had 
assembled on the outside of the building, anxé 
ous to obtain’a view of the assassin as hé 
passed from the prison van to the court-room, 
Every precaution to secure the safety of tha 
prisener against attack from the crowd wag 
adopted by the United States Marshal. A 
large number of special officers were appointed, 
and these formed lines through which Guiteau 
was conducted to and from the Court-house, 
Prisoners are usually taken from the jail te 
the Court-house at 9 o’clock, but in order ta 
avoid the crowd, Marshal Henry had Guiteau 
taken from the jail at 8 o’clock, and he waa 
securely lodged in the prisoners’ room of tha 
Court-house before the crowd had assembled, 
The assassin was escorted from jail by 
four mounted policemen, two of whom rode in 
front of and two behind the van. <A guard of 
four men also rode on the van. Guiteau was 


handcuffed before leaving his cell, the irong 
being removed after he entered the court 
room. His arrival at and departure from the 
Court-house was not marked by any demon~ 
stration whatever on the part of the crowds 
through which he passed. 


——_—— 


THE PROCEEDINGS OF THE COURT. 

At 10 o’clock Judge Cox entered the court. 
room, and the court was declared opened by UG 
crier. Immediately thereafter Guiteau was brought 
{nto the court-room by the Marshal and his denu: 
ties. He looked as though he was in much better 
condition, physieally and otherwise, than when 
he last appeared in the same room to plead 
to the indictment. Still he had the same 
restless, furtive expression—as of a hunted 
wolf—which characterizea him before. Ha 
was at once relieved of his handcuffs and took a 
seat beside hissister. One of his first movements# 


was to thrust his hand into one of his poekets and: 
take out a roll of paper. Mr. Scoville ordered him! 
to put it back, and he did so. 

District Attorney Corkhill stated that the Gov- 
ernment was ready to proceed with the trial of 
Charles J. Guiteau, 

Mr. Robinson said that when he had been as- 
signed to this case neither of the eminent counset 
now assisting in the prosecution had been retained 
by the Government. At the time referred to also, 
a gentleman in Chicago had been expected to assist 
in the defense. Soon afterward it had been stated 
that be would not be able to be_ present. 
The presence of the able counsel, whose se™~ 
vices the Government had been able to command, 
whatever other advantages it might possess, did 
not make him (Mr. Robinson) feel more satisfied 
with the condition of the defense. It would be 
truly remarkable if he were not very sensible of the 
great disparity of force which had been created by 
the addition to the prosecution. A few days ago 
his Honor had been kind enough to oxpress 
his regret that he had not been at liberty to ac- 
cede to his request for an extension of time, and 
had suggested that he could assign the defense ad- 
ditional counsel. As soon as it had been in his 
(Mr. Robinson’s) power, he had sought the aid of 
sueh additional counsel. He had applied to a well- 
known member of the District Bar and laid before 
him the situation of the case, stating to him thav 
it was absolutely imperative that he should, hava 
assistanee. The gentleman in question had said 
that he did not see how he could at this time come 
into the case. He had then asked the Gov 
ernment whetber he could do so in twa 
weeks, and whether he would if he 
were ordered to do so by _ the court. 
He, therefore, was going to ask his Honor to give 
him the time necessary for the court to make thé 
order. It would be remarkable, if in this case, in 
which he was practically alone, he would not have 
assistance. : 

No sooner had Mr. Robinson taken bis seat than 
the prisoner rose and in an excited manner ad< 
dressed the court, and stated that he wished to be 
heard. In vain Mr. Seoyiile endeavored to make 
him resume his seat and remain quiet. He was 
irrepressible. In a nervous, but pretty distinct 
manner he proceeded with his speech as fol- 
lows: “I was not aware that my counsel, 
Mr. Robinson, intended this morning to make an 
application for postponement, and I desire to be 
heard in my own behalf-in this matter at the very 
threshold of this case. I am charged here witha 
rmourderous attempt, and I desire to be heard in my 
own behalf.” 


The Court—This is not the proper time to enter 
upon the defense. The only question before tha 
court is whether further time should be allowed 
counsel to prepare for the defense. 

The Prisoner (emphatically)—So far as | am cons 
cerned, I do not want further time. We are ready 
totry this case now. (To a Deputy Marshal wha 
endeavored to restrain the prisoner)—Will you be 

uiet ? 
be The Court—The question is whether further tima 
ought to be allowed to counsel. 

The Prisoner (persistently)—I do not want that, 
if the court please. : ; 

Mr. Robinson—I will now swear to this affidavit, 
and will give to the court the names of three wit- 
nesses, from which the court will see that it is im- 
practicable to have them here now. but that they 
can be here in the course of the next three weeks. 
If [had it in my power to carry this case over to 
the next term I would not wanttodoit. [wish 
it begun in this term, that a jury shall be obtained, 
and that we shall have a week before the trial begins. 
In asking for this assignment of counsel, it will 
be obvious, as scon asI giye the name of the gen-~ 
tleman. that I am asking foran auxiliary whieca will 
be accepted by this community as a guarantee, 
(I trust I may say without presumption, 
an additional guarantee,) of the character and 
integrity of this defense. Mr. Robinson proceeded 
to the Clerk's desk and swore to the affidavit, 
which he then handed to the Judge. Whilehe was 
thus engaged the prisoner, Guiteau, was making 
very active demonstrations toward another out- 
break, but was restrained by Mr. Scoville and two 
Deputy Marshals, who were sitting directly behind 


im. 

Mr. Scoville then rose and said: “* This is a pro- 
ceeding which is at least peculiar, if not umprece- 
dented. It is very remarkable indeed thatan ap. 
plication of this kind should be made, and that I 
should have had no previous notice of it; that f 
should not even be permitted to see the affidavit 
which has been presented to the court.” 

Mr. Robinson—There is no earthly objection te 
your seeing it. 

Mr. Scoville—Very well. Waita moment. Isay 
that this is an unprecedented proceeding. Your 
Honor is aware that I have been here six weeks, 
leaviug my business at home, at great disadvantage 
to myself, and solely from a sense of personal 
duty which I could not shirk. i have under 
taken in good faith to prepare for his de- 
fense. I have my witnesses subpoenaed, and have 
done my best to be ready. I understand fuil well 
that Iam not competent for a criminal trial of this 
kind. I supposed that with the assistance of Mr. 
Robinson, who is competent, as | have understood, 
we could safely gototrial. I eare nothing about 
prestige in this matter. I simply want to have 
what is done, done openly and in order. 
Personally, I am willing to confine my work to the 
subpcenaing of witnesses. [seek no notoriety. Zi. 
only ask that justice may be done. and that the 
character of this man may be vindicated. I shall 
withdraw from the case if tae defense is to pro-: 
ceed longer in this manner. I will give whatever 
information I have to counsel for the de- 
fense, and I -will step out. I do not 
want to have this case continued, and 
the prisoner does not want to bave it con- 
tinued. Ido not know the gentleman who, Mr. 
Robinson says, has been consulted. That fact, at 
least, snou!d have been communicated tome. LI 
have had no eommunication from Mr. Robinson 
for the last four days, although I have sought 
him. I certainly should have had confer- 
ence with him at least with reference 
to the testimony and to the management 
of the case. I hoped for Mr. Robinson’s assistance 
in this ease, or, at leasi. I hoped to be permitted to 
assist him. If that cannot be done Il ecannot help it.; 
Allthat I have to sayis teat lam, in my feeble 
manner, ready for trial. I do not want the case 
continued. Ido not want any further connection 
with the case unless, when a motion is to pe made, 
I am advised of it long enough beforehand ta 
know something about it. Unless the defense can 
go on harmoniously with me in it, I will withdraw.” 

Guiteau again managed to get on his feet just as 
Mr. Scoville sat down, and exclaimed, with a mo- 
tion of his clenched fist: ‘*1 indorse every word of 
that. and I tell Mr. Robinson that if he does not do 
this thing just asI went it done, hecan get out of 
the case. That is short.” 

Mr. Robinson rose to address the court. 

Guiteau (persistently)—I do not want to hearany: 
more speeches of Mr. Robinson's; I want him to 
get out of the case.” (To the Deputy Marshais 
who were pulling him back into his seat}—Let me 
alone. You have nothingto do with me here. 

Mr. Robinson—I must express my unaffected 
regret that it should be supposed by Mr. Scoville 
that I intended any disrespect to him. 1 told him 
some time ago that 1 wanted assistance, and 
knew. of conrse. that an «¢ 





time. The court will see the ret delicacy which 
Chad in regard to the name of the counsel whom I 
wish to have assigned. I had to seo the gentle- 
man, and to press and urge him, and when 
{ came into court this morning I was fresh from an 
Interview with this gentleman, which justified me 
in making this application. I am very sorry not to 
have seen Mr. Scoville for the past two or 
three days, but it was only because I 
have been employed in preparing for the 
defense. I should have been happy to meet 
him. I did not intend him the least disrespect. I 
have thought very seriously over the matter, and I 
know that what I have asked is indispensable. I 
Will give the name of the counsel as soon asI know 
that he can be assigned. I am sure that his assign- 
ment will strengthen the defense, especially where 
it most needs strengthening.” 

The Court—The trouble is that I have no as- 
surance that at the expiration of the time men- 
tioned this gentleman will go into the case. : 

Mr. Robinson—I give you my assurance that, if 
ordered by the court, he will feel the obligation to 
accept the assignment. 

Guiteau here made another effort to get to his 
feet, but was restrained by the two Deputy Mar- 
shals, against whose interference he protested 
strenuously. 

The Court.—There is this much to be said 
about this application. The time that was first 
fixed for the trial was a week sooner than the time 
asked for by Mr. Scoville, and when Mr. Robinson 
was assigned to the case he was not granted, by 
a week. the extension of time which he asked. So 
that the present application is not for any longer 
time then was originally asked by Mr. Robinson. 
Ifeel very much the embarrassment of the ques- 
tion. It is important that this trial should proceed 
without delay, and I intend that it shall proceed 
without unnecessary delay. I intend, also, that 
this prisoner shall have a fair trial, and that the 
reproach shall not rest upon the court 
that the prisoner was sent to the gallows 
withouta fair trialin order to appease public in- 
tignation. My inclination is to allow a week's 
time to Mr. Robinson, which is the time originally 
asked by him. I shall assign the counsel of whom 
he has spoken to assist him, leaving that counsel to 
make his arrangements to come into the case (if he 
cannot do so sooner) in two weeks’ time. Ido not 
think that I should give any more indulgence than 
ae and I find embarrassment in giving that 
much, 

Guiteau (escaping the control of the Deputy 
Marshals and getting to his feet)—I do not want 
Mr, Robinson to act as my counsel. I want to say 
emphatically that Mr. Robinson came into the case 
without my consent. I knew nothing about him, 
and I do not like the way hetalks. Iask him 

remptorily a the word ‘‘preemp- 
orily’] to retire. I expeet in some time to have 
money to employ any counsel that I please. [am 
not a beggar nor a pauper. 

Guiteau is made to resume his seat, and Mr. Sco- 
ville said: ‘I do hope that the court will consider 
to some extent at least my position in this case. 
The only near relatives of the prisoner here pres- 
ent are his brother and his sister, and they will in- 
dorse allthat Isay. In our opinion the prisoner is 
not a person fit to take charge of orto arrange or 
to dictate his defense. Those who are responsible 
for that Gefense are the persons whom I have 
named. It does seem to me that in the assignment 
of counsel at least the name of the person proposed 
should be communicated to some of us,” 

The Coart—Of course, it shall be. 

Mr. Scoville—Yes, your Honor; but I do not want 
ft arranged until we know it in advance. Ido not 
want Mr. Ropinson or any other man to come in 
here and suggest the name of a counsel, and arrange 
with him, without the near relatives of the prisoner 
eg the name or circumstances until it is too 
ate, 

Guiteau. (again succeeding in eluding the efforts 

of the Deputy Marshals and speaking excitedly)— 
I de not want Mr. Robinson in this case atall. I 
will not have him. That's preemptory, (turning to 
Scoviile.] I will not have him. ; 
Tne Court—I hardly know what to do in the mat- 
ter. I think, however, that if it is the desire of the 
prisoner and his relatives for the case to proceed, 
ishall allow it to go onnow. After a jury is ob- 
tnined and the testimony for the prosecution is 
putin, thenif Mr. Robinson needs time to prepare 
his case I will give him time. 

Griteau—(Again getting on his feet)—I pre- 
emptorily ask this honorable court— 

Before he could get any further the Deputy Mar- 
thals pulled him into his seat in spite of his resist- 
ance and his telling them to mind their own busi- 
ness. 

Mr. Scoville—I will not go into the impaneling of 
the jury until I know whoisto bethe additional 
counsel for the defense. 

Guiteau here made an ineffectual effort to get to 
bis. feet again, but the Deputy Marshals kept him 
iiown, and he could only remonstrate with them 
and repeat the order that they should mind their 
pwn business. 

The Court—Let the ease be commenced to-day. 

Guiteau made another struggle to be heard, and 
the District Attorhey asked the court to direct 
Guiteau to take his seat and to keepit. The court 
gave that order. 

Guiteau, [obeying it]—I will do what the court 
says, but not what the gentleman [the District At- 
torney] says. 

The Court—I will give Mr. Robinson whatever 
time Ican give him to digest his case and to en- 
deavor to make an arrangement for assistance, 
too. I think that he will have time to do so before 
the case for the prosecution is closed . 

The jury panel was then sworn, and the first 
juror, D. Lewis Blackford, took the witness 
stand. Before questioning him as to wheth- 
er he had formed an opinion about 
the case, Judge Cox stated that he 
desired to address a few observations to the jury. 
“Under the Constitution,” he said, ‘the prisoner is 
entitled to be tried by an impartial jury. But an 
idea prevails that any impression or opinion, how- 
ever lightly formed or feebly held, disqualifies from 
serving in the character of an impartial juror. 
This is an error. As the Supreme Court says: ‘In 
these days of newspaper enterprise and universal 
education, every case of public interest is almost as 
a matter of necessity brought to the attention of all 
the intelligent people in the vicinity, and scarcely 
one can be found among those best fitted for jurors 
who has not read or heard of it, and who 
has not some impression or some opinion 
m respect to its merits. If the prevalent idea I 
oave mentioned were correct, it would follow 
that the most illiterate and uninformed 
people in the community would be _ the 
best qualified to discharge duties which 
require some intelligence and information. 
It is now generally, if not universally, agreed that 
such opinions or impressions as are merely gathered 
trom newspapers or public report and are mere hy- 
pothetical orconditional opinions, dependent upon 
the truth of the reports and not so fixed as 
to prevent one from giving a fair and impartial 
hearing to the accused, and rendering a verdict 
according to the evidence, do not disqualify. On 
the other hand, fixed and decided opinions against 
the accused, whieh would have to be overcome 
before one could feel impartial, and which would 
resist the force of evidence for the accused, would 
be inconsistent with the impartiality that the 
law requires. There is a natural reluctance 
to serve on a case like this, and a 
disposition to seek to be excused on the ground of 
having formed an opinion. when in fact no real 
disqualification exists. Butitis your duty as good 
citizens to assist the court in the administration of 
justice in just such cases, unless you are positively 
disqualified, and I shall expect you or your con- 
sciences to answer fairly as tothe question of im- 

ertiality according to the explanation of it, which 
have given to you. 

Judge Cox then propounded to Mr. Blackford the 
question whether he had formed any opinion in re- 
gard to the guilt or innocence of the accused, and 
Dn receiving an affirmative answer, asked whether 
tbat opinion was ene which would prevent 
him from giving an impartial hearing of 
the case on the evidence presented. To this the 
juror replied that he had an exceedingly firm and 
which it would require testi- 
extraordibary and unexpected 
kind to shake. This answer disqualifying the 
juror, he was ordered to stand aside. The next 
juror was disqualified for the same reason, and the 
third on the ground that he had conscientious 
Eeruples on the question of capital punishment. 
The fourth and fifth jurymen were alse dis- 
gualified. The sixth was subjected to a long 
examination by Mr. Scoville, who questioned him 
as to his religious belief, inquired whether he had 
read books on insanity, and whether that disease 
ran in his family. He also inquired as to 
his politics and received the reply that 
be was «wu Democrat. Mr. Davidge here 
interposed with an objection to the wide range 
which Mr. Scoville was taking in his interroga- 
tories, and a short discussion between counsel en- 
sued, after which Mr. Scoville proceeded with his 
examination. The eourt decided that inasmuch 
as the juror had stated that he could bringin a 
verdict in accordance with the evidence, he was 
qualified to act as juror, but the defense, making 
use of its first peremptory challenge, (it being en- 
titled to 20 such,) exciuded him from the jury-box. 

Finally five jurors were qualified and it was an- 
nounced that the panel was exhausted. The fol- 
lowing are the names of the jurors selected:

At the suggestion of the District Attorney, an 
order was issued for the drawing of 75 additional 
sames from the box. | : 

The prisoner at this point slowly rose and in- 
lormed the court that he would like to make a 
speech to-morrow morning, but he was ordered 
by the court to take his sent. He then passed the 
manuscript of his speech to a newspaper reporter, 
but before the latter could leave the court-room 
Mr. Scoville called him back and compelled him 
to return it. This aroused the anger of the pris- 
pner, who excitedly declared that he was 
pot under the control of his counsel; 
that he was a2 =Iswyer, and knew the 
jaw himself; that when he wanted help 
he would ask for it, and that he desired his speech 
to be published for the purpose of influencing pub- 
lic opinion. He was again silenced by the court, 
and it having been agreed that the sittings of the 
court should be from 10 A. M.to3 P.M. daily, al- 
lowing half an hour for recess, the court, at 1:05, 
edjourned. 
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GUITEAU’S SUPPRESSED ADDRESS. 
The following is the text of Guiteau’s ad- 
dress: 


If the court please, I desire to address your 
Honor at the threshold of this case, I am in the 
presence of this honorable court eharged with 
‘maliciously and wickedly murdering one James 
A. Garfieid.”” Nothing can be more absurd, because 
Gen. Garfield died trom malpractice. The syllogism 
to proveitisthis: Three weeks after he was shot, his 
physicians held a earefal examination and officially 
fecided he would recover. Two months after this 
official announcement he died. Therefore, ac- 
sording to his own physicians he was not fatally 
hot. The doctors who mistreated him ougit to 
the odium of his death, and not his assailant. 
They ought to be indicted for murdering 
James <A. Garfield, and not me. But I 
have been indicted and must stand my _ trial 
Garfield was Presi- 
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accident; his election the result of the test 
activity on the part of the Stalwarts, and his re- 
moval a special providence. Gen. Garfiela was 2 
good man, but a weak politician. Being 
President, he was in a sition to do 
vast harm to the Republic, and he was doing it by 
the unwise use of potronage, and the Lord and 
took the responsibility of removing him. I cer- 
tainly never should have sought to remove him on 
my own account. Why shouldI shoot him? He 
never harmed me. From him I expected an im- 
portant offiee. I considered him my political and 
personal friend. But my duty to the Lord and to the 
American people overcame my personal feeling, 
and I sought to remove him. Not being a marks- 
man, he was not fatally shot; but incompetent 
physicians finished the work, and they, and not 
me, are responsible for his death. Nothing but 
the political situation last Spring justified Gen. 
Garfield’s removal. The break in the Repub- 
lican Party last Spring was widening week 
by week, and I foresaw a_ civil war. My 
inspiration was to remove the late President at 
once and thereby close the breach before it got so 
wide that nothing but another heartrending and 
desolating war could close it. The last war cost 
the Nation a million of men and a billion of money. 
The Lord waneed to prevent a repetition of this 
desolation and inspired me to execute His 
will. Why did He inspire me in preference 
to some one else? Because I had the brains and 
nerve probably to do the work. The Lord dges 
not employ incompetent persons to serve Him. He 
uses the best material He can find. No doubt there 
was thousands of Revublicans that felt as I did 
about ‘Gen. Garfield’s wrecking tho Repub- 
lican Party last Spring, and had they the 
conception, the nerve, the brains, an the 
opportunity, they would have removed bim. I, of 
all the world, was the only man who had the con- 
ception. On the trial of my case I propose _to 
summon some of the leading politicians ef the Re- 
publican and Democratic Parties; also the leading 
New-York and Washington editors, to show the 
political situation and the perils which surrounded 
the Republic last Spring. I propose to go into this 
branch of my defense exhaustively. 

Another reason the Lord inspired me to remove 
the President in preterence to some one else is be- 
cause He wished to circulate my theological work, 
“The Jruth.”’ This book was written to save 
souls and not for money, and the Lord, in circulat- 
ing the book, is after souls. By it He preaches the 
Gospel and prepares the world for their judgment, 
which some people think, and with reason, is not 
far distant. Ihave been delayed in getting out a 
new edition of this book, which will include a 
graphic narrative of my life, but I expect it will be 
issued shortly. 

More than 100 witnesses have been summoned 
by the prosecution. Two-thirds of them I know 
nothing about, and the court, I presume, will de- 
cide they are irrelevant. ‘Tho issue hero is: The 
Deity seems well disposed to father it thus far, 
and I expect He will continue to father it 
to ‘the end. It is not likely He will allow 
me to come to grief for obeying Him. How 
do you know it was the Deity? I was so certain 
of it that I put up my life on it, and I undertake to 
say the Deity is actively engaged in my defense. 
Tam confident He will checkmate the wise heads 
on this prosecution. I beg they go slow. They 
eannot afford to get the Deity downon them. ‘He 
uttered His voice,’ says the Psalms, ‘“‘and the 
earth melted.’’ This is the God whom I served 
when I sought to remove the President, and He 
is bound to take care of me. Recently a 
Washington newspaper lithographed a cramped 
piece of paperl had carried in my vest pocket a 
week under the title of ‘* Guiteau’s Plea.” It was 
written when I had the malaria, at odd times, and 
I could hardly read it myself, and so told the gen- 
tleman I gave itto, but he thought he could read 
it, and took it, as he wasin haste. I next heard of 
it as a lithograph. 

Owing to circumstances beyond my control, I 
have been forced to ask your Honor to assign mo 
counsel and furnish me witnesses, I formerly prac- 
ticed law in New-York and Chicago. In 1877 I lefta 
good practice in Chicago and went out lecturing, but 
I had small success. J had ideas, but no reputation. 
My theological work, “The Truth,” contains **my 
theology.’’ It was written during a period of five 
years, and cost mea great deal of trouble, andl 
have no doubt but itis official. It left me in re- 
duced circumstances, and I have had no chance 
to recuperate my finances eince. 1 easily could 
have made $5,000 at the Jaw in Chicago in 
1877, and worked myself into a splendid position; 
but I had other work todo. AsIknow something 
about the law, I propose to take an active part in 
my defense. My brother-in-law, George Scoville, 
Esq., of Chicago, is a true and active friend; but I 
disapprove of some of his movements in this case. 
Notably, his mixing with ** Oneida Noyes” for 25 
years was the curse of my father’s life, and for six 


years I lived under the despotism he wielded in the, 


Oneida Community. I expressed my detestation of 
Noyesism then. To-day, John H. Noyes, the 
founder of the Oneida Community, is an American 
fugitive on British soil. Noyes isa cold-blooded 
scoundrel. He has debauched more young women, 
broken up more reputable families, and caused 
more tisery by his stinking fanaticism and licen- 
tiousness than any man of this age. Had Noyes 
had his dues he would have been hung 40 years 
ago for crimes committed with his own flesh and 
blood, and it would have been a godsend to a 
great many decent people if he had been. 
During my residence in the Oneida Commu- 
nity J, like most of the men in that 
concern, was practically a Shaker. Noyes was the 
only man who had full swing among the females of 
that concern, and he took them allin above 10 
years. 

Mr. Scoville is developing a theory of hereditary 
insanity which may havean important bearing on 
this case. Insanity runs in my family. My father 
had two sisters and a nephew and niece in an in- 
sane asyium; he himself was a monomaniac for 25 
years on the Oneida Community. He could 
see no evil in that concern and no good out 
or it. He thought Noyes ai greater man 
than the Lord Jesus Christ. He was 
rational enough outside of the community idea. 
On that he wasa lunatic. He would get greatly 
excited in discussing that, and look and act like 
awildman. Allthis time he was a good business 
man. He was Cashier of a bank and attended to 
his duties promptly and faithfully. It was 
owing to his fanaticism and insanity ‘that I 
got into the Oneida Community when a 
boy. Once under Noyes’s intiuence, it was 
impossible to get away, and I lingered there in the 
greatest distress for six long and weary years. I 
was in the community from 1860 to 1866. Since 
then I have known and cared nothing for them. 
One Smith, whom I knew there, has taken upon 
himself to write on this case, and among other 
silly and impertinent statements he says I was in 
the habit of connecting my name-with the words 
**Premier to England,” &c. These statements are 
false. My father was a frequent visitor at the 
community, but never resided there. He wanted 
to go, but my step-mother opposed it. I wish this 
Oneida Community business to pass inte oblivion, 

My ex-wife has been summoned by the prosecu- 
tion. Our marriage was premature. 1 only knew 
her 10 weeks, and we were married on Zen hours’ 
notice. She wasapoorgirl. She had been unfor- 
tunate, and I had no business to have married her. 
We were married in 1869, separated in 1873, and di- 
vorced in 1874, without issue. Was practicing law 
then, and we lived at hotels and boarding-houses, 
I have known little about her sinee 1873. I under- 
stand that ske married well four years ago, and is 
living in Colorado, I have been strictly virtuous 
for six or seven years. I claim to bea gentleman 
and a Christian. 

Ihave been in jail since July 2. Ihave born my 
confinement patiently and quietly, knowing my 
vindication would come. Twice have I been shot 
at and came near being shot dead, but the Lord 
kept me harmless. Like the liebrew children in 
the fiery furnace, not a hair on my head has 
been singed, because the Lord, whom I served 
when I sought to remove the President, has taken 
care of me. I have been kindly treated by the jail 
officials, and haye no complaint, save that my let- 
ters have been intercepted going ont and coming 
in, aud I have been cut off, until recently, from re- 
porters and newspapers, which I consider illegal 
and impertinent. 

Certain parties, whom I need not name, have 
been greatly benefited financially by my inspira- 
tion, and I am going to ask them to contribute to 
my defense. I have ne right or wish to ask my 
lawyers to work for nothing. There are hundreds 
of persons who are and ,will be benefited finan- 
ciaily by the new ,Administration. They 
indebted to me for their positions, 
from the President down. I _ confidently 
appeal to them and to the public at 
large to send me money for my defense. The 
money ean be sent quietly by express (withholding 
the name if you wish to) to George Seoyille, Wash- 
ington, D.C. It will be sacredly used for my de- 
fense. Certain politicians seem perfectly willing 
to fatten at the public crib on my inspiration, but 
they pretend to be horrified out of their senses by 
the iate President’s removal, and want nothing to 
do with me. Theysay lam “a dastardly assassin.” 

The word “assassin” grates on the mind, and 
yet some people delightin using it. Why am i an 
assassin any more than aman who skot another 
during the war? Thousands of brave boys on both 
sides were shot dead during the war, but no one 
thinks of talking about an assassination. There 
was a homicide, i. ¢..a man was killed. But 
in my case the doctors killed the late Pres- 
dent and not me, so that there is not 
even a homicide in this ase, The 
President was simply shot and wounded by an in- 
sane man. The man was insane ip law, because it 
was God’s act and not his. There is net the first 
element of murder in this case. To couzstitute 
the crime ef murdertwo elements must co-exist: 
First. an actual homicide; second, mailice— 
malice in jaw or malice in fact, The law presumes 
malice from the fact of the homicide. There is no 
homicide ia this case, and therefore no malice in 
law. Malice in fact depends on the circumstances 
attending the homicide. Admitting that the late 
President died from the shot—which I deny as a 
matter of fact—still, the cireumstances attending 
the shooting liquidate the presumption of malice 
either in Jaw or in fact. Heretofore, political 
grievances have been adjusted by war or the bal- 
lot. Mad Jefferson Davis and a dozen or two of 
his co-traitors been shot dead in January, 1861, no 
doubt our late rebellion never would have been. 

iam a_patriot. To-day I suffer in bonds asa 
patriot. Washington was a patriot. Grant wasa 
patriot. Washington led the armies of the Revolu- 
tion through eight years of bloody war to victory 
and glory. Grant led the armies of the Union to 
victory and glory, and to-day the Nation !s happy 
and ype ee ag They raised the old war ery 
“Rally round the flag bovs, rally round the 
flag,” and thousands of the choicest sons 
of the Republic went forth to battle 
—to victory or death. Washington pos Grant, by 
their valor and success in war, won the admiration 
of mankind. To-day I suffer in bonds as a patriot, 
because I had the inspiration and nerve to unitea 
great political party, to the end that the Nacion 
might be saved another dosolating war. I 
do not pretend war was immediate. but. I 
do say emphatically that the bitterness 
in the Republican Party last Spring was dcepening 
and deeping, hour by hour, and that within two or 
three years or less. the Nation would have been in 
acivil war. Inthe presence of death all hearts 
were hushed; contention ceased. For weeks and 
weeks the heart and brain of the Nation centred 
on the sick man at the White House. At last he 
went the way of all fiesh, and tie Nation 
was a house of mourning. To say I have

been misunderstood and vilified by nearly 
the entire American Press, nay, more, by near! 
the entire American people, is a true statement. 
But Providence and time rightens all things, and 
to-day, by the gradual change of public opinion, I 
am justified in passing, with laudable contempt, the 
continual venom of certain newspapers. Let the 
newspapers change from ‘* Guiteau, the assassin,”’ 
to “‘ Guiteau, the patriot.” 

Iappeal to the stalwart and liberal press of the 
nation for justice. I 4 ta to the Republican 
party, especially the Stalwarts, of whom I am 
proud to be one, for justice. I appeal to the Presi- 
dent of the United States for justice. Iam the 
man that made him President. Without my inspi- 
ration he was apolitical cipher, without power or 
importance, I was constantly with him in New- 
York last fall, during the canvass, and he and the 
rest of our men knew that we had all that 
we could do to elect our ticket. Had Gen. Han- 
cock kept his mouth closed on the tariff, or had 
the Morey letter been delayed a week, Hancock 
certainly would have been elected. Then no man 
could tell what would have happened to the Re- 

ublic. [am more than glad that President Arthur 
Ss proving himself a wise man in his new position, 
and I expect he will give the Nation the finest Ad- 
ministration it has ever had. 

Tappeal to this honorable court for justice. I 
am giad your Honor is a gentleman of broad 
views, Christian sentiment, and clear head. I 
eount myself fortunate indeed that my case is to 
be tried before so able and careful a jurist. 
I appeal to the District Attorney and 
his learned associates for justice. I heg 
they go slow in prosecuting this case, that 
they do no injustice to the Deity, whose servant 
I was when I sought to remove the late President. 
At the last great day they and all men will stand 
in the presence of the Deity, crying for mercy and 
justice. As they act here so will be their final 
abode hereafter. Life is an enigma. This is a 
strange world. Often men are governed by pas- 
sion and not by reason. The mobcrucified the 
Saviour of mankind, and Paul, his great apostle, 
went to an ignominous death. This happened 
many centuries ago. For 18 centuries no man has 
exerted such a tremendous infiuence on the civili- 
zation as the despised Gallilean and his great 
apostle. They did their work, and left the result 
with the Almighty Father.

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RECOLLECTIONS OF LINCOLN. 
—_——<»——— 
THE REV. DR. MINER 8PEAKS OF HIS OLD 
FRIEND AND NEIGHBOR. 

The most interesting session which the Bap- 
tist Conference has held for many weeks was that 
of yesterday, which was principally devoted to the 
reading of alecttre by the Rev. Dr. N. W. Miner, 
Pastor of the Clinton-Avenue Baptist Chureh, of 
Trenton, N. J., entitied ‘Personal Reminiscences 
of Abraham Lincoin.”? Dr. Miner was a near neigh- 
bor of the martyred President for a number of 
years, and was an intimate and personal friend 
from April, 1855, until the death of the President. 
He announced in the beginning of his lecture that 


the reminiscences were all at first hand, and 
had never been published. In April, 1855, tho 
speaker rented a house in Springfield near that of 
Mr. Lincoln. The two soon became intimate. 
Mr. Lincoln had a great love for the common peo- 
ple, from whom he had sprung. ‘I have been rid- 
ing with himin his carriage, at times during the 
war,” said Dr. Miner, ‘‘ when this trait of his char- 
acter was prominently brought out. We have 
passed Generals of the Army and other high 
functionaries, when he would simply wave his 
hand = slightly, and say to me, ‘That 
is General so-and-se, or Congressman s0-and-so,’ 
but when we passed a soldier he would take off his 
hat, rise slightly from his seat, and makea low bow 
to the common private. A poor widow once came 
to me in my study with the request that I should 
write to Mr. Lincoln and ask him for the discharge 
of her son George from the Army, her other son, 
Philip, being dead. HRichmond had fallen, and the 
President was in that city. I told her I thought 
my writing would do no good then, as he eould not 
stup in the midst of his duties to attend to the dis- 
charge of a poor boy. But she insisted that 
I should make the effort, and I finally 
wrote to the President. Two days after the 
assassination I received a letter containing the dis- 
charge of George. It was probably almost the last 
thing which the martyred President did. He was 
a thorough and consistent temperance man through- 
out,” continued Dr. Miner. “He would neither 
touch liquor himself nor furnish it to others. 
After his nomination for the Presidency, he was in- 
formed that a committee, appointed by the National 
Convention, was coming to Sprirgfield to notify 
him formally of the nomination. The lilinois State 
Committee wert to him and_ requested that 
for onee he should waive his temperance 
views and furnish liguor on the _ occasion. 
They represented thata tailure to do this might 
make him unpopular. His answer was; * Gentie- 
men, you are old and valued friends and neighbors, 
and I would do anything that was right to agh 
you, but I cannot furnish liquor to anybody in my 
house, even if I lose the election by refusing to 
do so.’ ” 

As a lawyer, the speaker said, Mr. Lincoln 
showed that it was possible for one of the profes- 
sion to bea goodman. He once told the Doctor 
that he had never undertaken a case un- 
less he believed there was merit in_ it, 
and he always discouraged parties from 
going to law, advising them to muke up 
their differences or to submit them to arbitration. 
“A Democrat,” continued Dr. Miner, ‘once said 
to me, ‘ I'll tell you why I voted for Lincoln. I had 
some trouble with a neighbor, and I determined to 
go to law with him. When I got to Lincoln’s office 
I found my opponent was already there and had 
stated his case. Itold my side of the story, and 
Lincoln then said, “* You have a good case to go to 
court, but if yeudo you will both lose all your 
money and make yourselves life-long enemies. Why 
don’t you settle the matter right here ”’ We argued 
for some time without coming to an agreement, 
and finally Lineoln said, ** Well, I’m going to din- 
ner. Try and settle it before I get back, and in or- 
derthat you may not be disturbed, Ill lock the 
door.” He locked us in and left usthere all the af- 
ternoon, but when he returned we had compro- 
mised our trouble. That’s why I voted for Lincoln, 
although I am a Democrat.’”’ 

The cordial relations after the beginning of the 
war between Lincoln and Douglas, whom he had 
defeated for the Presidency, were referred to by 
Dr. Miner as remarkable under the circumstances. 
The facts, he said, were related to him by Lincoin 
himself. It is well known that the President en- 
tered Washington in the disguise of a Highland 
Seotchman, on account of the threats which had 
been freely made to assassinate him. He reached 
the city just at the break of day. ‘‘The first man 
I met,”’ said Lincoln to the speaker, ‘'was Judge 
Douglas, who had been apprised of my coming. 
Hie greeted me warmly, grasping my hand and 
saying, ‘Good morning, Mr. President. You 
are my President as well as the country’s. I 
have come to offer my services to you. [ 
know the rebel clement and the men you will have 
to deal with here better than you do, and what- 
ever ability orinfiuence I have is at your disposal.’ ”’ 
He went with Lincoln to the White House, and 
from that day to his death he was the intimate ad- 
viser of the President. When the first call for 75,- 
000 troops was issued, the proclamation was shown 
to Douglas before it was made public. He 
said to the President: “Yes; 75,000 men 
will do to begin with, but it will take 
a million to put down this rebellion.” 
Dr. Miner referred at some length to the belief in 
eertain quarters that Lincoln was an infidel. When 
elected to the Presidenoy, the speaker said, he was 
not what is termed an experimental Christian, but 
duriag his long acquaintance with him, Dr. Miner 
never heard a word which could give color to the 
theory that he was an infidel, while he saw and 
heard much that gave evidence of Line oln’s belief 
in an over-ruling Providence and in the Divine in- 
spiration of the Bible. In 1862, just afterthe battle 
of Shiloh, Dr. Miner had along conversation with 
the President. He was sad and dejected. He said 
that the first day of the battle, April 6, 1862, he had 
walked his room back and forth all night. Dr. 
Miner said to him, “You have this consolation, 
‘hristians are praying for you a8 man was 
never prayed for before.” ‘Yes,’ he an- 
swered, ‘“‘that is a consolation. If it were 
not for the prayers of God’s people I 
could never stand this terrible pressure.” 
**On March 4, 1861-—-and this incident was related 
to me by Mrs, Lincoln,” said Dr. Miner, ‘* Mr. Lin- 
coln read his inaugural! to his family in the morning, 
and then asked to be left alone fora little time. 
His friends withdrew, but although they could not 
see him they could hear through the half-closed 
door the petition which he was eending up to hea- 
ven,commending his country, his family,and himself 
to the protection of God. This does not look like 
the action of an infidel.’”? Dr. Miner closed by 
drawing a parallel between the careers of Lincoln 
and Garfield.

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A NOVEL LITTLE WAR-SHIP 


CAPT. KRICSSON’S LATEST AND 
GREATEST INVHNTION. 
SUCCESSFUL TEST OF THE NEW TORPEDO- 

BOAT ‘‘ THR DESTROYER’’—A REVOLU- 
TION IN NAVAL ARCHITECTURE — DE- 
STRUCTIVE POWER IN A 8MALL COMPASS. 
That this country is poorly prepared for naval 
warfare of either an offensive or defensive naturo 
in case of an emergoncy has been frequently 
pointed out of late in the colamns of Tus Times, 
That necessity exists for the establishment of some 
system of coast defense and for the inorease of 
our Navy to such an extent as will enable the 
United States to make its flag respected and pro- 
tect its merchant marine in foreign waters, has 
been repeatedly shown by the reports of United 
States boards and officers. How best to 
bring about the results desired is a question 
that has been much discussed among naval 
officers and ‘statesmen,’ as well as by practical 
people, and that such discussions have resulted in 
much good isshown by the frequently suggested 
plans, and the equally frequent devices of in- 
ventors looking toward this end. That the people 
of this Nation have obtained so excellent an idea 
of what is required, at a cost to them of abso- 
lIntely notning, is due to the fact that European 
nations have expended millions of treasure in at- 
tempting to perfect their systems of both aggres- 
sive and defensive naval warfare. Vessels with 
supposably impregnable armor guard their har- 


bors and are prepared at an instant’s no- 
tice to peunce down wpon this Nation 

it assumes a defiant attitude. Our 
sole existing methods of defense are a Navy of 
really but little value, forts of no vaiue at all, and 
last, and to us most effective of all, torpedo war- 
fare. The principles on which the latter have to be 
prosecuted, with even the most approved exist- 
ing methods, have caused torpedo warfare as 
against the powerful iron-clads of the Old World 
to be looked upon with distrust by both theorists 
and practical men, because, as in the case of New- 
York City, for instance, but more espe- 
cially in cases of more exposed harbors, 
the heavy vessels of war of a foreign na- 
tion with their improved guns could destroy 
the point attacked without coming near enough to 
shore to make torpedo warfare available. Dur- 
ing the war of the rebellion the United States Navy 
seemed on the point of utter extermination be- 
cause of the superiority of the Confederate Navy. 
There came then to the rescne Capt. John Erics- 
son with his Monitor, which was derisively chris- 
tened ‘‘a Yankee cheese-box onaraft.” But that 
“‘cheese-box” did all that was required of or 
claimed for it, and did much more, for it 
practically revolutionized the entire system 
of naval warfare of the world. Thero 
now lies at the wharf of the Delaware 
and Hudson Canal Company at Hoboken a very 
modest-looking little vessel which Capt. Ericsson 
has constructed and christened The Destroyer, 
which it is claimed will make ineffectual and of no 
value for offensive warfare those expensive and 
heavily armored yessels, the pride of the navies of 
the Old World, With this innoeent-appearing 
little craft he proposes to completely wipe out of 
existence, if opportunity offers, the best vessels ex- 
tant, made upon the system of which he was the 
father. And thus he again comes to the res- 
eue of his adopted country, and by _ his 
daring defiance of all rules and methods 
of warfare offers asystem of defense that, in theory 
at least, solves one portion of the problem that has 
been agitating a large and influential portion of the 
community whose interests are on the sea-coast 
and whose property is exposed to destruction in 
case of war being declared by any foreign power. 
If the Destroyer class of vessels be in actual ser- 
vice what is claimed for them, and what they have 
partially been preyed to be in experiment, the 
problem of sea-coast defense is solved. At the 
same time the present methods of torpedo warfare 
are wiped out of existence. 

The first public exhibition of The Destroyer and 
its method of wartare was made yesterday after- 
noon at the Hoboken wharf in the presence of a 
distinguished party of gentiemen. This exhibition 
was under the auspices of the Delamater Iron 
Works Company, who constructed for Capt. Erics- 
son the experimental vessel and its armament. 
The Starin tug William Fletcher carrie@ over to 
witness the trial a party which included among 
others Gen, U. S. Grant, Secretary of the 
Navy Hunt, Gen. E. F. Beale, Chief Engineers 
Loring and Henderson, United States Navy: 
Ensign Ridgely Hunt, United States Navy; 
Gen. Anson G, McCook, member of Congress; Col. 
John J. McCook, Col. W. C. Church, the Hon. 
Thomas Murphy, 8. W. Knevals, a former law 
partner of President Arthur; J. H, Hicks, George 
H, Magoun, George Jones, R. P. Lounsbery, W. A. 
Paton, Henry Work, R. Leslie Melville, of London, 
England; Abner L. ‘Train, Capt. Cuverviile aud 
Descamps, of the French Navy; Col. Biondel, of 
the French Artillery: S. W. Taylor. Capt. Ericsson’s 
private secretary, and George H. Robinson, repre- 
senting the Delamater Iron Works. The Destroyer 
is a craft of iron whose hull, even as she 
lay light on the water, was almost en- 
tirely submerged. When ready for service but 
little of the hull would be above water. The house, 
which is situated well astern, is of iron, but no 
attempt has heen made to make it impregnable, as 
with the house entirely shot away, The Destroyer 
is just as seaworthy and capable of performing 
the work required of it. Below the house itis as 
well protected as any armored vessel afioat. Its 
dimensions are 130 feet long, 11 feet deep and 12 
feet wide. ‘These unusual proportions are to 
give her a high rate of speed, and as her 
lines are exactly alike in both directions she can 
move ahead or astern with equal facility. The 
simple horizontal engine of 1,000-horse power rest- 
img on a surface condenser of about eight feet 
square,the hydraulically controlled rudder,the novel 
steering apparatus, and the torpedo gun are ali 
below the surface of the water, and as they 
are protected by armored plates of improved con- 
struction, with a special device to protect the 
machinery from shots fired at the exposed por- 
tion or front of the boat, her inventor asserts 
with confidence that she is indestructible save by 
sunken torpedoes or boats of her own kind. A 
frigate’s launch is larger than she, yet the frigate 
itself in a contest would be wholly at her merey, 
for the immense eraft could not be handied quickly 
enough to get out of the way of the little death- 
dealer no more than can the ponderous elepbant 
escape from the insignificant little fly that so terribly 
annoysit. The armament of The Destroyer is a 
single gun situated just above the keelson, in the 
forward part of the beat, and its muzzle opens di- 
rectly into the sea, being protected from the rush- 
ing in of water when not in use by a permarent 
valve hung by an elbow joint to the stem of the 
vessel, and which is opened or closed by a piston 
operated at the ,breech of the gun. When 
the gun is to be fired this valve _ is 
raised, and stands out of the path 
of the projectile. How, when the valve 


-is raised is the water prevented from rushing into 


the muzzle of the gun? is a query that naturdily 
arises. And the inventor provides against this 
emergency by the use of a sectionally constructed 
temporary valve of weod and rubber cloth, which 
tightly fits the muzzle and is placed in the gun be- 
fore the projectile is, and shattered to atoms when 
the torpedo starts on its errand of destruction. 
“Water must rush in when the projectile leaves 
the gun, and so sink the  vessel,’’ says 
the critic as he looks at the working 
model. Certainly it would but for the fact 
that as soon as the projectile is fired out 
the gunner closes his permanent valve and shuis 
off the influx, which can only be through the gun 
itself. What comes in runs out through the breech 
and Grips through a grating into the bilge below, 
from which it is pumped out by a steam siphon 
placed at the side of the gun. Sofar the explana- 
tion is satisfactory, and itis made doubly so by the 
experiment of yesterday, which showed that the 
permanent vaive can be closed after the gun is 
tired, and but very little water be shipped, though 
there was a strong ebb tide running directly toward 
the muzzle at the time of the experiment, 

Before the experiment had been made it was a 
common remark among those conversant with 
gunnery that such a scheme as this of Capt. Eries- 
son’s could hardly be a success because it was In 
direct epposition to the law which does not allow 
ofa projectile being fired through matter of one 
density, as air, into matter of greater density, like 
water, and a direct course maintained. There 
must be a deflection. Simply stated, every one 
knows that when a person fires a ball from a rifle 
at an angle into a body of water, the ball will rico- 
chet, as does a stone When thrown on such a sur- 
face. Throw a projectile from shipboard directly 
into the water, and no matter how true the aim at the 
object it is attempted te hit, sueh aim will be de- 
fective unless allowance is made for the deflec- 
tion, as every one who has tried to spear fish 
knows. If, however, a projectile could be fired 
through a series of matters of constantly and regu- 
larly increasing densities from air to water accu- 
racy could be obtained, but neeessarily at the ex- 
pense of force. The projectile used in Capt. Erics- 
son’s gun is, likejthe most approved torpedo now 
in use, cigar shaped, pointed at both ends. The 
method of construction and the use of. the 
temporary air valve at the muzzle of the 
gun already alluded to, enables Capt. Ericsson 
to set at detiance this law of nature, or rather to 
overcome it. The gun is an air-chamber made 
virtually hermetic by the bulging centre of the 
projectile fitting tightly in the bore. When, by the 
explosion of the powder in its rear, the projectile 
is thrown from the gun, the temporary valve is 
torn in pieces ind a volume of air forced with the 
projectile into the denser mass—water—thus makc- 
ing an easy pathway for the projectile, and one 
that insures for it accuracy in its flight by decreas- 
ing the resistance to be overcome. Now that the 
problem is solved, the way in which the law 
is overcome is astonishingly simple. The rules of 
displacement govern, of course, after this, the ac- 
curacy of flight. 

Ready for use, this cigar-shaped torpedo consists 
of three parts. Theend which carries the firing- 
pin is of brass, the pin itself being of steel, and its 
end cup-shaped, so that its edges will cut inte what- 
ever object it may strike end thus be driven back 
so as to explode the fulminate cartridges which 
explode the dynamite placed in a ehamber just in 
the rear, which, in the size of projectile used yes- 
terday, is to contain 340 pounds of dynamite—ihe 
largest charge ever placed in an explosive. The 
remainder of the torpedo is the customary 
hollow air-chamber of iron or copper, and to 
the exterior of the rear of this are fas- 
tened fins or flanges, which steady the 
flight of the missile through the water. In order 
that the temporary value in the gun’s muzzle may 
not explode the torpedo as it starts on its journey 
a hole 3inches in diameter is ieft in the wooden 
vaive, and covered only with athin sheet of rubber 
of sufficient thickness to keep the water out of the 
gun. Between the projectile, pa it rests in the gun 
ready tor firing and the breech-block, is an air- 
-ebamber. where the explosive materin’ to an 
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amount in bulk one-thirteenth the capacity of the 
chamber {is placed, this giving all the force 
necessary to carry the projectile from 300 
to 700 feet. It is considered necessary 
to throw the torpedo before it aecomplishes its 
work, as The Destroyer is intended for work at 
short range, its armament and speed being such 
that its inventor proposes to send it into the midst 
of a fleet to perform its mission. Then its manceu- 
yre can be so quickly controlled that huge vessels 
will be unable to bring its guns to bear on the little 
tormentor before it has ended their power and 
usefulness by blowing them into atoms. To its 
operations in this way there is but one obstacle, 
and that is to be met with in offensive rather 
than defensive warfare—the gprcacing of an 
iron net-work about the fleet. hether the pro- 
jectiles could penetrate sucha net-work without 
explosion is a question that actual use under such 
circumstances can alone decide, though its in- 
ventor claims that it willdoeven this. In the ex- 
periment made yesterday 2 dummy projectile was 
used, that is, one made of wood and with no 
torpedo in it. This was discharged from the 
cannon by use of 12 pounds of giant pow- 
der at a target net of Manila rope and 
wooden slats 800 feet distance. The muzzle 
was six feet and six inches below’ the 
surface, and the projectile passed through the tar- 
get five feet under water, and appeared on the 
surface 100 feet farther in-shore, and rode on the 
water atacousiderable speed for 200 feet more, 
making a distance of 600 feet traveled in all. The 
projectile, which was 25 feet and 6 inches in length, 
traveled through the water to the point of appear- 
ance on the surface, 400 feet, in three seconds, and 
this with a charge of but 12 pounds of powder. The 
gun is fired by electricity by the wheelsman, 
who, through his look-out, must aim and dis- 
charge the gun in accordance with his best judg- 
ment as to effectiveness. Yesterday’s experiment, 
which was under the direction of V. F. Lassoe, 
was pronounced a success by all who witnessed it, 
It was the fifty-second time the gun has firea the 
projectile, and at no trial since the boat has been 
put in working order bas it failed with the same 
charge to throw the dummy torpedo 300 feet in 
three seconds or less. The French officers were es- 
pecially interested in the experiment, and though 
they at first pronounced it an impossibility to ope- 
rate a gun constructed on such principles, and 
with submerged muzzle, successfully, as many en- 
gineers have done before them, they were obliged 
to acknowledge that the theory had proved correct. 
Astonishment was depicted in every line of their 
countenances when they saw the projectile rise to 
the surface beyond the target after having tra- 
versed the distance from the muzzle of the gun 
and throngh the netting without making even the 
faintest ripple on the surface. Doubtless the 
thought, as several witnesses of the experiment 
remarked, “‘of what avail are such mammoth 
and almost impregnably armored vessels as those 
lying in the stream against such a destruction- 
dealing but innocent-looking little craft as 
this Destroyer.” Said a nayal officer at 
the conclusion of the experiment, ‘Give New- 
York Harbor a dozen such vessels, which could be 
built at the cost of one Inflexible or Duilio, and we 
could successfully defy the combined navies of the 
world, Size and armaments can have no further 
terrors toa navy with a score of those little fel- 
lows, that a naval officer would really feel ashamed 
to fire upon. It seems to me the key toa complete 
revolution in naval construction methods. A fleet 
of cruisers with a couple of these Destroyers on 
board, ready to launch at a moment’s notiee, could 
= defianee to the most powerfully iron-protected 
eets,’ 

The plan on which this vessel is constructed is 
the perfection of the thought of 30 years with Capt. 
Ericsson, who, when Napoleon desired to rebuild 
and strengthen his Navy in 1854, suggested the plan 
to him, as he did also the boats of the Monitor 
plan, both of which suggestions were, as it now ap- 
pears, foolishly rejected. Althongh the Destroyer 
was not built with especial reference to speed, the 
boat has repeatedly made 16 knots an hour, and 
has on occasions made 17 knots, or over 18 statute 
miles, per hour. Inaboat built for service, more 
attention would, of course, be paid to speed, anda 
rate higher by several miles per hour could be at- 
tained.

ROUND RAILWAY. 


——» 
OBJECTIONS TO THE PROPOSED TUNNEL UN- 
DER BROADWAY. 

The hearing Commissioners Davies, Bos- 
worth, and O’Brich of the objections to the con- 
Btruction of a railroad under Broadway was con- 
tinued yesterday in the room of tho Superior 
Court, General Term. Mr. Richard Deeves, a 
builder, testified that buildings reaching dewn 23 
feet below thesurface of Broadway would not be 
damaged by the construction of an underground 
railroad, but those whose cellars were only 15 feet 
deep would be endangered, and would have to be 
underpinned. Mr. Rudolph Rosa, a civil engineer, 
thought the plans before the Commissioners were 


defective, and that to carry them out might take 
15 years. He thought that the projected tunnels 
could not be ventilated by the means proposed. 
He considered that provision should be made for 
four tracks, and that the tunnel or tunnels should 
be constructed further east than Broadway, 
where much Jess damage would be caused by it to 
realestate. Gen. Wiiliam G. Steinmetz was on the 
witness stand about three hours. He had exam- 
ined the plan for the projected work, and he 
stated, in detail, his objections toit. He declared 
that it would take about eignt years to build an 
underground railway according to the plan, and 
that, in the meantime, Broadway would bo choked 
and blockaded, and many balidiass rendered unfit 
for occupancy. Some of these buildings would fall 
and others would settle very much. Most of the 
buildings along Broadway would have to be “un- 
derpinned.” Altogether, Gen. Steinmetz said, the 
construction of the tunnels would be a dangerous 
business, and he, having had much experience in 
the execution of difficult works, would not under- 
take it if he had to follow the plan presented. 
Excluding the question of compensating property- 
owners, and the cost of taking up and relaying gas 
and water pipes and sewers, he estimated that it 
would cost $325 running foot to make 
the proposed tunnels under Broadway. He was de- 
cidedly of the opinion that the plan to build 10 feet 
of the tunnels each day could not be carried out. 
In each section of 10 feet it would be necessary to 
lay at least 40,000 bricks. It would reguire 120 carts 
to bring these bricks each day, and these wou!d im- 
pede traffic upon Broadway. The houses which it 
would be necessary to underpin, or otherwise alter 
to prevent them from falling, would have to be 
taken out of the occupancy of their owners, and in 
this way the course of business would be greatly 
interfered with. Gen. Steinmetz detailed, many 
minor cbjections which he had to the construction 
of the underground railway according to the pro- 
osed plan. He was cross-examined by Mr. Origen 
Jandenberg, but the questions of the latter gentle- 
man elicited nothing favorable to the plan. 

The Commissioners adjourned until 11 A. M. on 
Saturday.

Nearly all 
f them belonged to the band of ‘‘363’’ 
“who refused a vote of confidence to the 


de Broglie Ministry. It is to be noted, also, 


that rather more than half of the new 
Ministers have been at some time 
or other connected with the newspaper 
of which M. GaMBETTA was once the editor 
—a fresh illustraticn of the well-known fact 
that journalism is a stepping-stone to politi- 
cal success in France. What the foreign 
policy of France will ba under this Ministry 
will depend upon the workings of the 
somewhat enigmatical mind of the 
Premier himself; he can scarcely bring 
more discredit upon the arms and good 
name of the republic than M. BARTHELEMY 
Sr. Hinarre was responsible for. during his 
occupancy of the office of Minister of 
Foreign Affairs. M. Cazor and M. Wat- 
DECK-RovussEav are both identified with the 
movement for judiciary reform, which will 
now become the policy of the Government 
instead of the work of a group in the Cham- 
ber. M. Paut Brrt, the reporter of the 
project of the Jaw for laicization of the pri- 
mary schools, is best known for his deter- 
mined war against the priestly influences 
in education. M. ALuatn-TARGE has gained 
some prominence as the advocate of 
State railways, and isa well-trained finan- 
cier. M. Rouvirr’s accession to the post 
of Minister of Commerce does not particu- 
larly improve the chances of the pending 
Anglo-French’ treaty. There is a consider- 
able sprinkling of nobodies, but men iess 
vain than M. GAmMBETTA have loved to sur- 
round themselves with inferiors by way of 
contrast. 


Now that some of the speculative opera- 
tions of BALpwrn, the Newark bank Cash- 
ier, are coming to the light, there will be 
less mystery about his defalcations. It will 
be remembered that BALDwin has all along 
pretended that he never speculated in Wall- 
street to any considerable extent. It 
turns out that he had large dealings 
in his own name, in his wife’s name,

could deal as largely in stocks as the two 
BaLpwins did and deal honestly with the 
bank. They needed money, and they got 
it somewhere. Certainly, neither of these 


men would have been intrusted with the 


bank’s funds if their large stock operations 
had not been kept secret. 





THE TARIFF CONVENTION. 
It is announced that the Hon. WARNER 
Mruusr is to be the permanent Chairman of 


the Tariff Convention in this City. Should 
this part of the programme of the man- 
agers be confirmed by the convention when 


it meets, it may turn out that the movement 
will not be so completely in the interest of 


the highly protected industries as has been 
intended. Senator MILLER, it is true, rep- 
resents a very highly protected industry—a 
monopoly, in fact, created by the grace of a 


Treasury decision, which was at once absurd 


and oppressive, and imposed a duty upon an 
article which was not in use when the law 


interpreted was passed. But Mr. Mriuer 
also represents a class of manufacturers who 


use large quantities of chemicals, and who 
are much more sensitive to the impolicy and 


injustice of protecting chemicals by law 
than of protecting wood-pulp by a Treasury 
decision. The Senator has already, in a more 
or Jess official manner, indicated his inten- 


tion to use his influence in the Senate to 


get the abuses and incongruities of the tariff 
on chemicals corrected. If he should pref- 
ace this task by using his influence toexpose 
these abuses in the Tariff Convention, he 
would open up a field of discussion in which 


the extreme protectionists would run against 
a good many awkward facts, which, by analo- 
gy, would tell heavily against the enormous 
duties on metals, wool and woolens, and 
similar products. 

The portion of the tariff relating to chemi- 
cals, drugs, dye-stuffs, and the like is one of 
the most complicated and inscrutable parts 
of that wholly remarkable body of law. It 
is made up of half a dozen or more statutes 
passed during a period of more than a dozen 
years, but as to most of these provisions daé- 
ing from war times, though there have since 
been a number of articles added to the 
free list. In spite of the fact that 
the subject has been pretty freely 
discussed, and that Congress has from 
time to time shown a disposition to deal 
rationally with it, many unaccountable pro- 
visions still remain, and the dutiable list is 
long and confused. It still comprises nearly 
100 items, and these in 1880, on an importa- 
tion of $13,500,000, paid duties of $4,079,- 
000, or an average of 30.2 per cent. But 
this average was made up from a great 
variety of duties, ranging from 10 per cent. 
up to 83 per cent. Thus, aniline dyes, 
which are clearly an essential element 
of manufactures, were imported to 
the extent of nearly a million of dollars, 
($976,405,) and with a specific duty of 50 cents 
and 38d per cent, ad valorem, paid an ave- 
rage rate of 64 per cent., a tax which is as 
plainly exorbitant and ill-placed, though ex- 
acted legally instead of arbitrarily, as that 
on wood pulp. Sulphate of baryta, with 
the modest specific duty of 4 cent per 
pound, was taxed 66 per cent.; chro- 
mate and bi-chromate of  potassa 
were taxed 40 per cent.; the very 
common and useful carbonate of soda, 
(sal soda,) at 4 cent per pound, 33 per cent. ; 
caustic soda at 14 cents per pound, 63 per 
cent.; sulphate of iron, (copperas,) at 4 cent 
per pound, 83 per cent.; alum, at 60 cents 
per 100 pounds, 54 per cent.; liquorice 
paste, at 10 cents, 80 per cent. Different in 
their use, but peculiarly unfit subjects 
for high taxation, are medicinal prepara- 
tions, which are taxed 650 per cent. 
and 40 per cent., according a8 
they are classed as ‘’ patent’? or not. 
Of these latter there were imported, of both 
classes, some $428,000, and when we re- 
member the degree to which the chemists of 
France, Germany, and England have car- 
ried the art of medicinal compounds, most 


of them wholly unobtainable of American. 


manufacture, the additional cost imposed by 
the tariff becomes obviously a very mis- 
chievous piece of extortion. 

But the tariff on chemicals and drugs is 
hardly less remarkable for ita complicated 


and vexatious petty effects than for its 
more important errors. For instance, of 
the nearly 100 articles now taxed, there were, 
in 1880, 70 on which the duty was less 
than $5,000, 51 under $1,000, 41 under 
$100, 31 under $10, and a number which 
yielded less than $1. In some of these in- 
stances the duties are practically prohibitive, 
but in most of them they are simply sur- 
vivals from the time when ‘‘everything in 
sight’’ was taxed, and their retention now, at 
a time when public men are worrying their 
brains to find legitimate means of spending 
the surplus revenues, is another proof of the 
lazy, indifferent, and hap-hazard way in 
which our tariff has been treated. | 

But it is not indifference or idleness alone 
that has prevented the reform of such follies 
and oppressions as exist in the tariff on 
chemicals and drugs. Itis rather the con- 
certed obstinacy with which the representa- 
tives of favored industries have opposed 
every change, in order that their own privi- 
leges might not be touched. There is no 
doubt that the Tariff Convention was origi- 
nally intended to carry out this same pur- 
pose. It was thought that the remission 
of the question of revision to a commission 
would choke off all attempts at any action 
by Congress, and the convention was 
planned to promote that plan. An ingenious 
scheme was added to secure the co-opera- 
tion of those who wish a reduction of the 
internal revenue taxes, and of those who de- 
sire subsidies for American-built steam-ship 
lines. It was hoped that the strength and in- 
fluence of all would be concentrated on the 
main object of putting tariff reform beyond 
the reach of Congress. But if the facts 
which we have pointed out are brought up 
for effective discussion in the convention 
the result may disappoint its originators. 
Already the movement has attracted a good 
deal of attention, and has called out sugges- 


tions by no means in harmony with the 


ideas made prominent in the programme of 
the managers. It may be—though it is not 
probable—that these suggestions will be 
brought forward in the convention itself. 


If they are not, it is quite certain, at least, 


that the project of a commission of revision 


for the purpose of indefinitely postponing 
the whole subject will hardly succeed. 


THE EFFECT OF MAHONE’S VICTORY 


The Richmond organ of the Virginia 
Bourbons insists that the result of the late 
election in that State was a victory, not of 
the men who would settle the State debt on 


the plan of readjustment or any other plan, 


but of the Republican Party and the 


negroes. It declares that the negroes 
care nothing for the debt question, and 
would = vote against any settlement 
that would in their opinion ‘‘lead toa re- 


union of the white men of Virginia.”” There 
were, it says, ‘‘ more important issues”’ than 
readjustment involved in the election. The 


object of the Richmond journal is to appeal 
to the dying prejudice of race in the hope of 


reuniting the white men of the State on the 


color line, and its admissions are significant. 
The sympathy of the Northern Republi- 
cans for the Mahone movement was 
certainly based on a _ conviction that 
there were issues involved in the 


contest that were wider and more far-reach- 


ing, if not of greater immediate importance, 
than the debt question, for, in regard to that 
question, they had no sympathy with the 
Readjusters or with any party that has yet 


announced definite purposes on the subject. 


They are perfectly willing that the victory 
should be credited to the principles of 
their party against which the Bourbons 
have always contended, and there is certain- 


ly nothing discreditable to the negroes in the 


fact that they do not wish to reunite the 
white men of Virginia against them. Their 
best hope is in the division of the whites, 
and it is an evidence of their intelligent com- 
prehension of the situation that they under- 


stand this. , 


It is altogether gratifying that the Bour- 
bons admit that it was not the cause of re- 
adjustment but the principles of the Repub- 
lican Party which caused their defeat. 
Those principles demand equal rights for 
citizens, the protection of all in the exer- 
cise of those rights, and perfect safe- 
guards for the ballot-box, and it is not 
to be wondered at that the negroes, who 
have been the chief sufferers from Bourbon 
injustice and proscription, should exhibit 
their attachment for those principles. That 
was natural and to be expected, but the 
promising feature in the recent contest was 
the evidence which it furnished that the 
more enlightened and MHiberal whites 
have come to see that the  inter- 
ests of the State and of the whole 
people require that justice should 
be done to all classes and a policy should be 
adopted which will promote freedom of dis- 
cussion and of political action. It indicates 
the presence of a sentiment strong enough 
to make itself felt and bold enough to find 


expression which is opposed to the narrow 


and intolerant rule of the Bourbon Democ- 
racy. That sentiment has gained sufficient 
strength in Virginia to obtain control of the 
legislation and administration of the State, 
and the results will be awaited with no small 
degree of interest. 


In Virginia the victory has been won, and 
there are indications of rejoicing in other 
Southern States which betoken the ex- 
istence of a similar sentiment awaiting the 
occasion that shall develop its latent power. 
The Bourbons of South Carolina seem to 
find in the resnit of the Virginia election 
premonitions of impending doom. They 
know that the negro vote of that State is of 
itself sufficient to overthrow their power, and 
needs only the leadership and protection 
which adivision of the whites would furnish 
to be effectively used for that purpose. Dif- 
ference. of sentiment among the whites 
already exists, dissatisfaction with Bourbon 
domination is on the increase, and all that is 
needed is a sufficiently tangible issue and a 
sufficiently skillful leader to give cohesion 
and momentum to a liberal movement that 
would carry all before it. In that State 
the very size of the negro vote is a 
source of difficulty. There is no doubt 
that very many of the negroes are ignorant 
and pliable, easily deluded by demagogues, 
and apt to be misled to the damage of their 
own interests and those of the State. There 


is a certain dread of the control of a party” 


that should be mainly dependent on their 
vote for its ascendency, and it would be a 
blessing if that vote could be legitimately and 
intelligently divided, But there are ele- 


Titus, 


ments of power in politics that are greater 
than mere numbers. . Let the native whites 
of South Carolina be divided in such a way 


1 as to give to the liberal movement skillful 


leadership and the support of an intelligent 
public sentiment, and the forces of the new 
party could be kept in control and guided 
to the execution of definite purposes, 

The colored voie in some of the States of 
the South of itself presents a difficult prob- 
lem for the people to deal with. It needs 
enlightenment and guidance, ard it needs 
protection. To curtail its power for harm 
and to turn it to beneficent uses it must be 
admitted into the potitical system of those 
States with entire candor and confidence, and 
placed under the protection of some strong ele- 
ment of the race whose dominance is estab- 
lished. The policy of the Bourbons is cal- 
culated to perpetuate the antagonism of 
races, and what is needed is to wipe it out. 
But Bourbonism has relations to white men 
as well as black. It represses freedom of 
opinion and interferes with the liberty of 
citizens to act according to their own con- 
victions. It stands in the way of progress 
and the development of material interests. 
South Carolina and other Southern States 
are trying to induce immigration to their 
borders, which would tend to counteract the 
effects of a large proportion of enfranchised 
negroes in their population, but Bourbonism 
repels immigrants of the best character. It 
is a blight upon every State that it rules, 
and the people are beginning to see it. They 
will not be long deterred by the bugbear of 
‘‘nigger domination”’ from throwing off the 
galling reality of Bourbon domination. 


THE LAW ON GUITEAU’S CASE, 


New-York readers will not be able to fol- 
low the reports of what may be done upon 
GUITEAU’s trial with any satisfaction unless 
they constantly keep in mind that it must 


proceed according to the law of the District, 


which on many points is quite different from 
that of this State. On the subjects which the 
Constitution commits to Congress there is 


generally a uniform law for the whole 


country. But the questions of evidence and 


procedure arising on a trial for murder, even 
the grave question of allowing the defense 
of insanity, depend on the laws of the State, 
and these may vary indefinitely. The local 


law of the District of Columbia on such 


matters is gathered somewhat from a num- 


ber of acts which Congress has passed from 
time to time, partly from the usage and 
practice of the courts, and even more 


from the law of Maryland which 


prevailed when the District was ceded 


to the Federal Government. A very 
intricate and perplexing question it often is, 
to ascertain what may be the local law of the 
District on a matter not mentioned in the 


special acts of Congress. Take, for example, 


the question of the jurisdiction of the court, 


about which so much has been said. If the 
trial were moved in New-Jersey there is a 
statute which is quite explicit. If it oc- 


curred in New-York probably no question 
could be raised. But, as Tae Tres ex- 


plained immediately after GARFIELD’s 
death, the State laws are of no aid to the 
District of Columbia court, but it must be 


guided by the act of Congress declaring its 


powers, or by old laws of Maryland, or tra- 
ditional rules. 

Insanity is another question on which the 
local laws in different parts of the country 
vary very materially. This ought not so to 


be. But each State is sovereign on this 


question, andif one State sees fit to allow 
the defense while the other prohibits it there 
isnoremedy. Allthe States agree that a 
man shall not be hanged for murder if he 


were disabled by mental disease from know- 


ing what he was about; or, to use the more 
formal expression of the law-books, if he 
could not know the nature and quality of 
his act or could not know that it was wrong. 


Many journals are citing these two tests as if 


they were the only ones. No others are 
allowable in this State. Buta third test has 
been widely urged in recent years, and has 
been recognized and adopted by the courts 
of some States. Medical men declare that 
they find persons who have not lost power 
to understand the consequences of what 
they do or to know that it is wrong, but 
whose minds have been rendered powerless 
by disease to control conduct in view of 
knowledge. In other words, a man may 
have a diseased propensity, a morbid im- 
pulse, which may rise to such degree of 
strength as to be uncontrollable. Ought 
this to be a defense? Suppose that, ina 
case like GUITEAU’S, there were no great dis- 
pute about his being able to understand that 
the bullet would probably kill, or that the 
shooting was wrong, or at least punishable, 
but the medical witnesses for defense 
should testify that his brain and 
nervous system had become so dis- 
eased by hereditary influences, bad habits, 
slow decay, long brooding over imaginary 
claims, and fancied wrongs and like causes, 
that he had become unable to resist the 
temptation to shoot. Would this be a good 
reason for sending him to the asylum instead 
of the gallows? New-York says No. The 
Court of Appeals in 1873 decided emphat- 
ically that this moral inability does not ex- 
cuse from punishment. And the Penal Code 
has incorporated the same rule. But just 
across a boundary line, in the very same 
month when the New-York court made this 
decision, the Supreme Court ot Connecticut 
made an opposite one. The case was that 
of a man accused of the murder of his wife, 
and a defense was that, by long habits of 
drinking, also by asevere injury, he had be- 
come morally incapable of self-control. 
The Connecticut court held that a person is 
not a subject of punishment who is over- 
come by an irresistible impulse arising from 
disease. Should such a question be raised 
in GuITEeAU’s case the decision must depend 
on the law of the District. New-York read- 
ers cannot take it for granted that the New- 
York rule prevails, and that the evidence of 
irresistible impulse ought all to be ruled out. 
In some trials in the District the Judges 
have allowed this defense of uncontrollable 
impulse. 

Impaneling a jury isa matter on which 
Yocal laws and the traditional practice of 
courts vary, There has been great diffi- 
culty and delay upon many important 
criminal trials-in finding jurors who were 
impartial; who had not “formed an opin- 
ion.’’ In this State this trouble has been 
measurably relieved by statutes passed in 
1872 and 1878. But itis useless to refer to 
acts of a State Leaislature for ascertaining 
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what course ought to be taken in the Crim- 
inal Court at Washington. That court 
must select jurors according to the law 
which prevails in the District. In general, 
District of Columbia law is old-fashioned 
and unsatisfactory. Congress has never 
given systematic attention to local wants. 
But a Judge cannot help deficiencies in the 
law. Rulings which appear unreasonable 
to persons who unconsciously judge them 
by the law of some State may be correct, 
and even necessary, under the local law of 
the District 


ARCTIC EXPLORATION. 


There are always a few scientific persons 
who are extremely anxious that some one 
else shall undertake to explore the polar 
seas. Arguments, setting forth the possi- 
bility and desirability of reaching the Pole 
or of discovering the North-west Passage, 
have to some extent lost their force, so far 
as the Governments of Great Britain and 
this country are concerned, and the only 
sure method of inducing those Governments 
to send out polar expeditions is first to in- 
duce some private explorer to go to the 
frozen seas and lose himself, and then to 
demand that Government expeditions shall 
be sent in search of him. This method has 
proved so successful in the case of the Jean- 
nette that we might plausibly characterize 
her-as a species of explorating ground bait, 
scattered vaguely over the Arctic Ocean to 
tempt Government vessels to sailin search 
of her. The scientific heart ought to be 
gladdened by the numerous expeditions that 
have already been sent after the Jeanneite, 
and the fact that none of these have so far 
accomplished anything is so entirely in 
keeping with the experience of all previous 
Government explorations in the Arctic seas 
that nocheerful scientific person will be in 
the least disappointed thereby. 


There are two objects which scientific per- 


sons have in view in urging men to risk their 
lives amid the ice of the Arciic regions. 
These are the discovery of the North Pole 
and of the North-west Passage. If there is 


anything that is well established it is that 


the North Pole is inaccessible. The theory 


of the existence of an open polar sea de- 
serves precisely as much credit as the 
late Capt. SymmeEs’s theory of an open Polar 


Hole. It is true that Dr. Kanr’s steward, 


Morton, professed to have seen the open 
sea With his personal eyes, and the picture 
given of it in Dr. KANg&’s book needed only 
to be embellished with a steam-boat or two 
and a few Esquimaux schooner yachts to 


closely resemble a picture of the Bay of 


Quinte. Unfortunately, this admirable and 


picturesque open sea did not wait to be seen 
by subsequent explorers, but vanished be- 
fore Capt. Nares could do himself the 


pleasure of sailing on it. All the evidence 


that has been collected by polar explorers 


goes to prove the truth of Capt. Nares’s 
theory that the way to the Pole is barred by 
vast masses of paleocrystic ice, over which 


neither sledges nor pedestrians can pass. 
The moment we discard the theory of the 


open polar sea—a theory which has abso- 
lutely no foundation outside of the imagina- 
tion of theorists of the Symmes variety—we 
are shut up to the conclusion that the North 


Pole can never be reached. 


The only remaining object which can jus- 
tify further Arctic exploration is the discov- 
ery of the North-west Passage; or, rather, 
the actual performance of the feat of sailing 
around the northern coast of America, That 


this is practicable has been proved by the 
discoveries of FRANKLIN and McCuiintockx, 
but the feat still remains to be performed. 
It issafe to say that it never will be per- 


formed by Government vessels. Experience 


has pretty clearly shown that there is some- 
thing in the education of naval officers which 
does not fit them for Arctic exploration. A 
man-of-war is a costly affair; and #com- 
mander who loses his vessel is in a much worse 


situation than is the master of a whaler whose 


ship is crushed by the ice. The naval 
officer is trained to habits of extreme cau- 
tion, whereas a dash of recklessness is a 
necessary part of a successful explorer. Un- 
doubtedly the Government ships that have 
been sent to the Arctic seas have been ad- 
mirably equipped, but the very thorough- 
ness of their equipment has made their 
commanders ready to winter in the ice 
rather than to thrust their ships into un- 
known channels with the imminent risk of 
never finding their way out. 

The recent cruise of the steam whaler 
Arctic, of Dundee, ought to furnish a hint 
as to the true way of Arctic exploration. 
The whaler, taking advantage of an open 
Summer, penetrated in search of whales 
nearly to the point where the Lredus and 
Terror were abandoned, and her Captain as- 
serts that had he not been more anxious to 
fill up his vessel with oil than to perform a 
great feat of exploration, he could readily 
have made his way to Behring Strait. 
There are every year in the Arctic waters a 
fleet of steam whalers, small but strongly 
built vessels, low powered, and consuming 
but little coal. Their masters have become 
accustomed to navigating among ice- 
floes, and know far more about that 
sort of navigation than any naval officer 
entering the Arctic circle for the first time 
can. know. Had there been a reward of 
$20,000 offered to the first vessel which 
should make the North-west Passage some 
one of these steam whalers would have 
earned it long ago. Such a reward would 
be much smaller than the cost of a naval ex- 
pedition, and it would be a constant tempta- 
tion to adventurous whalemen. Were it 
now to be offered, we may be reasonably 
sure that the first steam whaler that should 
find the channels leading westward from 
Smith’s Sound comparatively free of ice, 
and should also find whales scarce, would 
prefer to make a dash after the reward of 
$20,000 rather than to risk returning home 
with an empty ship. 

There can be no objection to this method 
of encouraging Arctic exploration. There 
is, on the other hand, every objection against 
sending out costly Government expeditions, 
either in search of an open polar sea which 
does not exist or of a North-west Passage 
which there is little probability that any 
Government vessel will ever discover. It is 
a work of humanity to search for the Jean- 
nettle, but when that work is finished, let us 
send no more mento perish like the crews 
of the Erebus and TZerror, A reward offered 
to ambitious whalemen will accomplish 
more than the Navies of England and 
America can accomplish, and it cam be 


rarned with comparatively little risk, since 
the attempt will only be made when an ex- 
ceptionally open Summer gives fair promise 
of success.

When aschool-boy asked a famous London 
diner-out whetheracertain person Was not very 
old, the reply he got was, “‘Old! no indeed, remem- 
ber that nobody is old until he is 80.” It is a positive 
misfortune that, so many persons in this country 
are so modest as to take a different opinion anent 
themselves, and this particularly applies to women. 
It is true that nowadays they are not shunted 
aside quite so early as formerly, but nevertheless 
numbers of women in this country seem to think 
that they realiy have no place in what is 
dubbed “society” after they are 40, so that as 
the period of life approaches at which their intel- 
lect’is matured, and their enjoyment in conversa- 
tion at the highest, they, in many cases, limit their 
circle to their own family and a very few intimate 
friends. This is not because they wish to doso, 
but because it is the foolish fashion of this country. 
Again, a great many women see scarcely any 
one, and live dull and unsatisfactory lives, 
so far as social intercourse is concerned, because 
they do not at all comprehend the social wants of 
men over 80. Such ladies are apt to think and say 
to themselves: ‘Oh, Mr. This or That wouldn't 
care to come here unless we asked him to a regular 
dinner party.”” There cannot be a graver error 
where agreeable women are concerned. Numbers 
of menin this City do not know how to satisfac- 
torily dispose of themselves in the evening. Clubs 
pall sadly on their habitual frequenters, and cards 
and billiards fail to attract every night. Theatres 
are charming occasionally, but who could stand 
theatres six times a week? That which men past 
the exuberance of dancing youth crave as an even- 
ing rest and real recreation is that pleasant, easy, 
social intercourse which is to be had over an open 
fire and acup of tea. Ask them toa kettledrum, 


an “at home,” &¢., and you at once inspire a 


sense of effort; but say, “Iam nearly always 
at home on Thursday or Friday, as the 
case may be; come in if you can; you 
need never trouble about being in evening dress,” 
and quite a different feeling is inspired among men 
who, having been working hard all day, do notin the 


evening feel up to social pleasures which involve 


physical or mental exertion. It is, of course, some- 
times a bore for a lady to tie herself strictly 
down to a certain evening for the chance of 
friends dropping in; but there are many 
ladies who do not go out much, and then 
in these postal card days it would be very easy to 


send notice to the usual frequenters of her salon 
that she would not be at home as usual. The 
course proposed would give agreeable even- 
ings to many who now pass them dully enorgh, 
for it must be remembered that tne proportion of 
persons who share in the gayety of what is called 


fashionable life here is but a very suwall portion of 
the well-to-do population. The fashion of evening 
dress, which, borrowed from England, has come so 
much into vogue here of late, is a very good one so 
far as set parties are concerned, but it becomes a 
nuisance, in a community like this, if it producesa 
notion that a man eannot properly call in the even- 


ing unless he dons it. Society here is. and must be, 


different from that of England, which is composed 
largely of persons of more or less leisure, who have 
ample time for a toilet before dinner. The persons 
in England who work as most men work here do 
not, as a rule, wear evening dress.

If, as has been stated, circumstances will not 
permit the lady who was made to suffer such out- 
rageous treatment recently at the hands of the 
employes of the Third-avenue elevated railroad 
to bring prompt suit against the corporation, it is 
very much to be regretted, as there could hardly 
have been afforded a betier case to test the value, 
as a measure of redress, of the new law of May 27, 
cited in these columns. While thisis unfortunate, 
however, itis evena greater pity that the public 
should allow so many similar and scarcely less ag- 
gravated instances to pass by without seeking the 
remedy which the Legislature has placed in their 
power. There can be no question that the exist- 
ence of sucha lawas applies directly to the case 
heretofore noted is not generally known to 
the public, and apparently the railroad corpora- 
tions desire that it shall remain as little 
known as possible, for they constantly vio- 
late the section calling for the conspicuous 
posting of its provisions in every car and station 
for the information of the public. It is, further- 
more, becoming more and more evident that not 
until legal action is taken by the suffering public to 
enforce a regard by the corporations and their em- 
ployes of the wise requirements of the law in ques- 
tion will accidents, impositions, and rude incivility 
be put an effectual stop to. For instance, in fram- 
ing the law, especial care has been taken to pro- 
hibit the starting of any train by any employe 
whatsoever until every passenger signifying a de- 
sire to get on or off shall have been permitted to do 
80; and no train is to be started or passenger re- 
fused admission to a car according to the law until 
due notice shall have been given of the intention to 
start. The violation of this requirement is notorious- 
ly a daily occurrence, especially during the **com- 
mission hours.’’ During that period mauy passengers 
have often been unable to alight at a desired station, 
although giving ample notice of their desire so to 
do,and simply because the gatemen have been too 
much engaged in their frantic efforts to keep peo- 
ple off the cars, to pay attention to the requests or 
wishes of these passengers already on board. 
Further, sufficient or proper notice is rarely given 
that a train is going to start, for, under the law, 
the rough and violent pushing aside of passengers 
who attempt to get throuzh the gates, and which 
sometimes occasions accidents, can hardly be re- 
garded as being ‘*the due notice” which it was de- 
signed should be given in such cases.

The question whether sanitary. reform— 
mostly a thing of the last twenty years—has been 
successful in increasing the average duration of 
human life and in decreasing the percentage of dis- 
ability from disease is one that has been seriously 
mooted in scientific circles, and one that admits of 
more discussion than would be inferred at first 
glance. It has been urged by the opponents of the 
great sanitary movement of the last twenty years 
that the powers of resistance are impaired by too 
minute attention to sanitary conditions, and that 
the constitution is enfeebled and enervated bya 
withdrawal of those influences which tend to har- 
den it against the assaults of malarial poison or the 
effects of privation and insufficient, irregular, or 
badly prepared food. It has been customary with 
such philosophers to quote the hardihood of the 
working classes, their apparent robustness, and 
the increased percentage of births among them as 
compared with the higher classes, in evideuce of 
what a Cesar would style the ‘‘effeminating ten- 
dency” of good physical conditions. Perhaps 
some have been persuaded by these arguments, 
and the data furnished by Mr. Epwarp Cuapwick, 
in a paper read before the last Sanitary Congress 
in Great Britain, are not, therefore, without in- 
terest to the general statist and social inquirer. 
Mr. CHADWICK finds that the present death-rate of 
England is now 21.5 against the 22.5 which was the 
established average twenty years ago; in other 
terms, there has been a decrease of between 4and 5 
per centum inthe death-rate since the great sani- 
tary movement in England, which has embraced 
mode of building, ventilation, drainage. and 
sewerage, the adulteration of food, &c., within 
its scope. This gain has been limited in the 
main to the larger cities and towns, while 
in the rural districts the rate rémains preity 
nearly what it was between 1850 and 1800—a fact 
which-shows that it is not traceable to climatic 
causes or.to periodical changes, but to the direct 
influence of sanitary improvement. In the cities 
and towns, indeed, the gain has been rather more 
than 5 per centum, while the rate in rural Great 
Britain has remained stationary. and so it may be 


| concluded that, on the whole, a substantial saving 


of human lite has oeen effected by the efforts of 
men who, at the beginning, were sconted as ints 
practicable, or sneered at as the{dreaimers and poets 
of social science. It is not, however, in the mera 
saving of }ife, orin the slight increase of the aver. 
age longevity caused by sanitary reform, that the 
economical advantage lies. Economically speak. 
ing. aside from sentimental considerations of hy- 
manity, the value ot a human life is exactly meas. 
ured by its earning and producing capacity, and 
this quality is one of the natural concomitants of 
good health. Andit is just here, in diminishing the 
proportion of non-producers, (and of Virtual 
paupers therefore,) through the agency of diseases 
not necessarily fatal to life in their consequences, 
but attended by an impaired constitution. that the 
great advantage of the sanitary agitation of the last 
twenty years has been exemplified. The percentage 
of death becomes a matter of record, but of the 
lives that are wrecked by disease no memorandum 
is made except in the records of the pauper-house, 
or in the memories of heroic men and women who 
have struggled to maintain their enfeebled bodies 
in life or to bury them decently when death closes 
the tragedy of a typhoid, a ficht with malaria, oF 
along conflict with consumption.

It is not only in America that men astonish 
the world by emerging from obscurs and depreas- 
ing positions inte situations which command for 
them wide-spread recognition and respect. Scot- 
land has recently produced two men who, although 
hampered by poverty during a life-long struggla 
for bare existence, nevertheless contrived to build 
up a name of prominence among the most scientifiq 
botanists and natural historians of the century. 
The lives of these two old men—Epwanrps and 
Duncan—have recently been published in interest- 
ing and instructive detail by Dr. Suimezs, whose in- 
terest in the genuine workers of the world is notp- 
rious. Yet one other man, of whom it may be 
said emphatically, ‘‘chill penury could not repress 
the genial current of his soul,” has just been elect- 
ed to one of the most honorable academic positions 
in Scotland. Prof. ALExanpER Bars, after a keen 
struggle among the various “ Nations” into which 
the electoral students of Aberdeen University are 
divided, has been elected to the Lord Rectorshin 
of the celebrated northern institution which 
Lord Byron’ used to venerate as his 
Alma Mater. The election is going to be 
disputed by Sir James Pacer, one of the most cele 
brated surgeons in the world, who has been in reg 
ular attendance for many years past on the royal 
family. Prof. Bain’s earlier years were cast 
amid scenes of positive poverty. He adopted the 
trade of a weaver, at which he worked until well 
into the years of manhood.

THE GRAIN TRADE IN ENGLAND. 

Lonpbon, Nov. 14.—The Marhk-Lane Lupress, 
in its review of the grain trade during the past 
week, says: ‘Autumnal wheat sowing is nearly 
finished. Mild weather has caused the earlier sow~ 
ings to appear above the ground. Native wheats 
are arriving slowly and are generally of in- 
ferior guality. In London and iu some 
of the provincial markets the week’s sup- 
ply was very. smail. Prices throughout 
tae country are very little altered. The suDpiy 
of cou ntry flour is gradually increasing. the con 
sumptive demand is principaliy for the best xrades. 
Inferior grades are difficult to sell. Values in 
London are about the same, but in some 
of the country markets they are ifrregu- 
larly lower. ‘Trade during the week in 
foreign wheat was very quiet. In London 
rates did not improve, althouga some descriptions 
were more firmly held because of their relative 
scarcity. Fresh supplies of red Wiater were very 
small. Australia, New-Zealand, and the finest Easa 
Indian sorts are becoming scarve in London, 
while inferior East Indian is plentiful. The 
bulk of the spot supply consists of Ruy 
sian, Ghirkas, and interior East Indians. 
Foreign flour arrives siowly, the balk in London 
consisting of European, the American supply be.ng 
small. Maize is certainly higher in value, relative 
ly. There is a fair prospective supply of European. 
On Friday, in London, mixed American fetched 
28s. 6d. ex ship, being a decline of 84. There was a 
rather smal! spot supply of barley, but rates were 
rather lower. The off-coast market was fairly weil] 
supplied with wheat cargoes. Eight sales are re- 
ported, including five of Gnirkas, which declined 
about Is. 6d. per quarter at the beginning of the 
week, but almost completely recovered on Satur- 
day. At the close of the week, buyers were offer 
ing 58s. d. for red Winter and 5is. to Sis. 8d. fox 
American Spring. The sales of English wheat dur 
ing the week were 49,136 quarters at 46s. ad. per 
quarter, against 43,771 quarters at 43s. 5d. per quar- 
ter during the corresponding week last year.

The popularity of Gilbert and Sullivan’s 
latest production has been fully attested by the 
trowded audiences which have heard it for some 
dime in one of the theatres in this City, and it was 
in the way of confirmation of that verdict that 
Booth’s Theatre was last night crowded to hear the 
opera of “ Patience” as performed bythe Rice 
Bomic opera company. The new company opened 
under the obvious disadvantage of being compelled 
to suffer comparison with one which, by repeated 
performances, acquired great smoothness and effi- 
ciency. Mr. Rice has clothed the characters of

STEINWAY HALL. 

Messrs. Carl Herrmann, pianist, and Profes- 
sor at the Stuttgart Conservatoire. and Edward 
Herrmann, violonist, and late concert-meister at 
the Imperial Opera, St. Petersburg, gave their first 
concert in this country last night. These 
gentlemen have come to New-York in a 
modest way, without claiming any recognition by 
reason of their European reputations. They have 
possibly erred on the side of modesty, for any 
one of musical knowledge must have seen 
lest night that they are both artists 
of ability, and if it had been known how. excellent 
a concert they were to give the hall would have 
been filled. Mr. Carl Herrmann’s characteristics as 
a pianist are firmness and vigor, and an accuracy 
that reminds one of von Biilow. He is not a 
pianist of sentiment, but is sturdy and manly in his 
expression, with a technique that commands re- 
spect. With these qualities he does not 
lack graceful interpretation and _ intelligent 
comprehension of the meaning of his composers. 
His performance of Beethoven’s Sonata Ap- 
passionata and the Bach Chromatic Fantaisie 
and Fugue indicated real ability. The 
latter was given in a scholarly way worthy 
of the highest praise. In the interest 
of art it is to be hoped that this accom- 
plished pianist will be heara again. Mr. Ea- 
ward Herrmann made a_ favorable impres- 
sion as a violin virtuoso, both in the Bach 
“Chaconne” and Wieniawski’s ‘* Legende.” 
He isa player who leaves the impression of being 
careful and thorough. His tone is pure; he 
Goes not descend to any _ stage _ tricks, 
but plays iike an artist who respects 
his profession. The selections assigned to him 
were of the most trying character, but he was re- 
markably successful. The Bach “Chaconne” was 
the best piece of technical work he did, and at its 
close it was evident that every one of musical 
knowledge accorded to Mr. Edward Herrmann 
the rank of a first-class performer. His playing of 
Wieniawski’s ‘* Legende’”’ lacked the sentiment 
with which it was frequently delivered by the com- 
poser on the same stage, but was, nevertheless, an 
excellent performance. This first appearance of 
these gentlemen may be pronounced a decided

LIEUT. SATTERLEE C. PLUMMER. 

Satterlee C. Plummer, Second Lieutenant in 
the Fifteenth United States Intantry Regiment, 
died at his mother’s residence, in this City, yester- 
day. He was born in 1844, in Iowa, and was ap- 
pointed as a Cadet at large to the West Point 
Military Academy in July, 1861, graduating June 
23, 1865. On leaving the Academy he was 
promoted in the Army to be Second Lieu- 
tenant in the Seventeenth Infantry Regiment, and 
immediately afterward obtained a First Lieuten- 
ancy in the same command. In the same year he 
Was stationed on Hart’s Island, on garrison duty, 
and remained there until January, 1866. In March, 
succeeding, he was made Acting Assistant Inspec- 
tor-General of the Department of Washington, but 
after two months’ service in that capacity he re- 
turned to garrison duty at Hart’s Island. In 
the Fail of 1866 he was assigned to 
frontier duty in Texas. where he remained 
until 1868. In June, 1868, Lieut. Plummer was 
commissioned Captain in the Twenty-sixth infantry 
Regiment, ana detailed to duty in the Chief Signal 
Otice at Washington. There he remained until 
1869, when he was sent to Fort Union, New-Mexico. 
In August, 1869, he was Gecerstec to the Seventh 
Cavalry, continuing on frontier duty until Decem- 
ber, 1870, when he was discharged at his 
own request. After spending several years in 
civil life, Lieut. Plummer was reappointed to 
the Armyin May, 1876,and went on duty at Co- 
lumbus Barracks, Ohio, with the rank of Second 
Lieutenant in the Fourth Infantry Regiment. 
Early in July he went to the Plains, and was on 
frontier duty in the Big Horn and Yellowstone ex- 

editions. In July, 1877, he again left the service, 
ut was afterward appointed to the Fifteenth In- 
antry Regiment.

Theodore Calhoun James, associate editor of 
the £vening Review, died of apoplexy last night at 
Wilmington, N. C. 

Charlotte Miner, a native of Canada, died 
atthe City Alms-house, in Fall River, Mass., yes- 
terday morning. She is said to be 107 years old. 

The Rev. Cephas Barker, Pastor of the Hor- 
ton-Street Bible-Christian Church, in London, On- 


tario, was found dead in bed yesterday morning. 
He preached twice Sunday, and retired at 11 o'clock 
in his usual health. His death resulted from heart 
disease. 

A dispatch from London announces the 
death of Mgr. Pierre Antoine Justin Paulinier, 
Archbishop of Besancon. He was born at Péze- 
nas, (Herault.) He was first appointed Curé of 
Saint-Rocbe, at Montpellier, and was by the decree 
of the 5th of March, 1870, raised to the episcopal 
chair of Grenobie, and ordained Aug. 28 of the 
same year. On Aug. 3, 1875, he was by decree pro- 
moted to be Archbishop of Besangon, and ordained 
Nov. 9 following. He was Assistant Prelate of the 
Pontifical Throne, a Roman Count, and a member 
of the Legion of Honor. He wrote a large number 
of pastoral letters and mandates. and also pub- 
lished in the Semaine Aeligieuse of Grenoble several 
articles entitled, **The Ecumenical Council,” with 
notes and expianations.

SKILLED EXPERTS PLAYING CUSH. 
ION CAROMS. 

A GAME WIIenh SHOWED HOW PLAY HAS 
BEEN EQUALIZED BY THE NEW RULES 
—SEXTON BEATEN BY GALLAGHER— 
SCHAEFER’S FINE PLAY WITH YOUNG 
THOMAS WALLACE. 


The billiard contest designed to popularize 
the game of cushion caroms was opened last even- 
ing in Tammany Hall. There were selected to 
illustrate the features of the new game two of the 
star players in the lists—Messrs. Willlam Sexton 
and Jacob Schaefer. Both of these experts have 
hitherto held championshins, and are regarded as 
being destined to offer the hardest battle, in com- 


|, pany with Champion George F. Siosson, for the 


possession of the diamond emblem of the cham- 
ship, which accompanies the first prize money in 
the present competitions. The experts played 
under the new rules, which differ from former 
ones in the particular that itis now necessary be 
fore a counting carom can be effected to make the 
cue-bail strike at least one cushion before complet- 
ing the carom. In this consists the principal feat- 
ure of the new game, and it is the one relied upon, 
and with good reason, to banish interminable “ rail- 
nursing,” and to call into requisition that fine and 
complicated open-table play which has recently 
been styled “ pre-eminent billiards,” and in which 
consists the real science of the game. The selec- 
tion of the referee is regarded with general satis- 
faction as being calculated to secure decisions in 
ali matters of dispute which will be marked by a 


desire to be perfectly fair and impartial. The 
games last evening were each 200 points up, as 
will be all those hereafter to be played in the tour- 
nament. The table used was the handsomest_set 
up for any tournament yet held in the City. It is 
valued at $1,000, is elaborately decorated with col- 
ored woods in mosaic work, and with porcelain 
plagues and bronze panels, and will be presented 
to the expert who shall win the diamond emblem 
and the first money prize. 

Both the floor and the galleries were crowded 
with spectators when Mr. Dudley Kavanagh took 
the referee's chair, Manager Geary made aspeech, 
and William Sexton and Thomas J. Gallagher 
stepped forward to string for the lead in the open- 
ing game. Sexton won, and at 8:13 o’clock played 
from the spot with the white ball and missed, and 
amoment afterward forfeited a point for failing 
to strike either object ball. He gained the 
first applause, however, by a fine curling 
massé stroke and a_ rapid  round-the-table 
carom. Five pretty shots were Gallagher’s contri- 
bution to the fifth inning, his careful and method- 
ical stroke being a marked contrast to the daring 
and dashing piay of his opponent. Gallagher's play 
was often briliiant, however, and merited the ap- 
plause it won. Playing complicated calculations 
rapidly, Sexton ran into double figures in his ninth 
inning and then missed by a hair through too delicate 
astroke. Threeinnings later Gallagher also roached 
double figures with a neatly executed run of 12, 
the continued closeness of the scores lending in- 
terest to this stage of the struggle. He made 9 im- 
mediately afterward, and there was then but one 
point difference in the scores. This spurred 
Sexton to action and caused him to play beauti- 
fully, holding the globes under fine control until he 
had made 19, missing on a difficult across- 
the-table “bank” stroke. When Gallagher 
began to press him again he gained a 
favorable opasition, and began to show 
the delighted spectators how “ rail-nursing”’ could 
be accomplished in a measure even at cushion 
caroms. He made 14, which was just enough to 
carry him around his first string of 100, 28 points 
ahead of his adversary. The play became rather 
indifferent after this, so far as the meagre count- 
ing was concerned, until Gallagher put together 13, 
including some of his best shots of the evening. 
The run carried him past his first string at 101, only 
12 behind his skilled opponent. The excitement ran 
high as this score was announced, and the players 
evidently shared it, for their nerves appeared a 
little strained under the trying crisis of the strug- 
gle. Every shot was now watched with eager in- 
terest and loudly applauded wherever it was the 
least complicated. Gallagher was creeping up 
slowly on the ex-champion, and at length on the 
thirty-seventh inning he passed him on arun of 4, 
the scores standing 131 to 130 in his favor. Sexton 
played, meantime, ina most surprising and ener- 
vated fashion. He got nettled at length, however, 
but did not seem able to do much toward prevent- 
ing Gallagher from increasing his lead, playing like 
a third-rate amateur and with inexplicable iack of 
accuracy. At last after two hours of play, robbed 
of all interest toward the close, Gallagher won by 
84points.

A BIG WHISKY POOL, 


——__—~_———— 
ARRANGING TO REDUCE THE PRODUCTION 
OF WESTERN DISTILLERIES. 

CIncINNATI, Nov. 14.—Arrangements he- 
tween the Western distillers for the formation of a 
big whisky pool and the reduction of the amount 
produced were completed to-day, and all that now 
remains to be done fs the election of officers of the 
new association or ‘pool and the fixing of 
the amount which each distillery is expected to 
payin. These details will be attended to ata 
meeting to be held in Chicago on Wednesday of 
this week. The association will include all the dis- 
tilleries of Ohio, Indiana, Miinois, and Missouri, 
scattering establishments in the States 
adjoining those named. It is probably 
the biggest whisky pool ever formed. 
Mr, Miller, of Riverton, Ill., one of the best known 
men in the trade, came here on Saturday morning 


with the concurrence of all the Illinois distillers 
and others in more Western States to go into an 
arrangement by which production could be re- 
duced to half the registered capacity of the distil- 
leries. During tke last few months prices 
have been constantly fluctuating in this 
city. An attempt was made to. regu- 
late the market by a clique who came to 
be known as the “* Big Six,” and whose proposition 
was to sell for a given figure for a certain period to 
be specified in advance, regardless of the fluctua- 
tions of the genera! market. The plan had its dis- 
advantages, but the clique was held together. 
The will now go into the general 
ool, Mr. Miller found all the distillers 
ere and those whose goods come _ to 
this market ready and anxious to enter irto the 
proposed compact. A meeting was held on Satur- 
day afternoon and another to-day, and the work 
was done. The proposition is to reduce the pro- 
duction in all cases possible to one-half the required 
capacity of the distillery in question. This limit 
is to be applied at once. In cases where 
distillers have a large amount of stock 
on hand and cannot immediately reduce their pro- 
duction toso great an extent without loss, a rov- 
altv must be paid into the pool forall goods manu- 
factured in excess of the proposed limit. The 
amount of the pool is to be fixed at $50,000. 
It is thought that the market can _ be 
closed up and the reaction in prices 
brought about by or before Dec. 1. The reduced 
consumption of which will, of course, have an ef- 
fect upon the price of that commodity. The num- 
ber of distillers entering the pool is so great that 
they will be able easily to control the market. The

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A BOILER EXPLODES. 


ONE MAN KILLED AND A TUG-BOAT BLOWN 
TO PIECES, 

The tug-boat Lehigh, owned by William 
J. Wilson, of Albany, exploded its boiler yesterday 
afternoon between the main-land and Starin’s 
Glen Island, and one man was killed. The tug was 
engaged on the work of towing out of the harbor 
scows filled with mud and rocks taken from the 
work being done there by the Government 
in deepening New-Rochelle Harbor. There are 
two dredges at work in the harbor, one 
the Niagara, belonging to Contractor Seward, and 
the other, the Kinderhook, belonging to E. M. 
Paine. of Albanv. Mr. Seward had chartered the 
tug Lehigh to tow the scows out into deep water 
and dump them. This was generally done off Huck- 
elberry Island, some distance down the Sound. 
Hugh Chard, of West Troy, N. Y., is the Captain of 
the tug, and Warren C. Norris, of Albany, engineer. 
At about 12:30 P. M., yesterday, the tug was lying 
at anchor alongside of a water-boat, owned by Mr. 
Paine, some 600 feet from the shore and dredges. 
At this hour James Tillotson, the cook, was the 
only person on the tug. All at once there was a 
deafening report, and the spot where the tug had 
been was enveloped in steam and flying timbers. 
When the steam cleared away the tug had disap- 
peared, not a vestige of it remaining, and the side 
and deck of the water-boat, to which it had been 
attached, were torn to splinters. ‘lillotson's life- 
less body was soon after taken from the water. it 
having been blown at least 150 feet from the tug 
by the force of the explosion. A large piece of the 
boiler was blown to Mr. Emmeti’s place on the 
main-land, some 700 feet distant. An axe and adze, 
which had been on the tug, were found in the 
afternoon on Hunter's Island. The boiler of the 
tug was inspected about a month ago by Charles 
Harvey, a Local Inspector at Albany, and passed as 
all right and safe to carry at least 75 pounds of 
steam. The tug was over»auled and repaired 
about a year ago, and the boiler, then an old one, 
was putin. She was valued at $3.500. 

The engineer said before leaving New-Rochelle 
that, when he and the Captain went off the tug to 
go jfishing, he, as a precautionary measure, opened 
the furnace door under the boiler and otherwise so 
attended toitasto be assured of its safety. He 
was positive that there were not over 60 pounds of 
steam in the boiler when he went away, and he 
could not explain why it exploded. It was learned 
last.evening in New-Rochelle that some part of the 
boiler gave way a short time ago and it had to be 
patched up. Coroner Hyler, of Port Chester, was 
notified, and was soon on the ground. He im- 
paneled a jury and will commenee his inquest this 


morning.

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JAY GOULD'S PERSECUTOR 


THE EXAMINATION TO TAKE PLACE 
70-MORROW. 
MR. GOULD DETERMINED TO PUSH THE 
CASE TO TRIAL—THE PRISONER’S 
FRIENDS ASSERT THAT HE IS INSANE. 


It Mr. Jay Gould continues to be of the same 
mind that he was yesterday, Mr. J. Howard 
Welles, or “Col.” Welles, the man arrested on 
Sunday for writing letters to Mr. Gould, threaten- 
Ing to take bis life, will be in danger of following 
in the footsteps of ‘Gentleman Joe,” the perse- 
eutor of the Rev. Dr. Dix. Mr. Gould is determined 
to push the prosecution, and is not disposed to 
accept the theory that Col. Welles is Insane. Yes- 
terday morning, between 10 and 11 o'clock, the 
prisoner was brought to the Tombs Police Court, 
but his examination was postponed until the 
afternoon. Just before 8 o’clock the ori- 
vate room of Justice Bixby was occupied by sev- 
gral persons prominently interested in the case. 
Least prominent among them, physically, was Mr. 
Jay Gould himself, who did very little talking, but 
listened very attentively to all that was said to him 
by his broker, Mr. Washington E. Conner. There 
svere also present Gen. Charlies Roome, brother-in- 
law of the prisoner, and Civil Justice-elect Am- 
brose Monell, his nephew. Mr. Algernon §. Sulli- 


van, who had been retained by the prisoner, heid 
several consultations with Mr. Gould, Mr. Con- 
ner, and also with Gen. Roome and Mr. 
Monell. Gen. Roome and Mr. Monell, who are both 
firmly convinced of the irresponsibility of their re- 
lative, had long conversations with Mr. Gould, or 
at least talked to him very earnestly, Mr. Gould for 
the most of the time acting the part of a very at- 
tentive listener. Mr. Monell assured him that it 
would be an easy matter to show that Welles was 
of unsound mind. Mr. Conner is inclined to be- 
lieve. since he has studied the actions of Welles, 
that he is perfectly sane and responsible, and an 
exceedingly shrewd mischief-maker. While Mr. 
Gould had little to sayin response to the argu- 
ments for Mr. Welles by his relatives, he had made 
up bis mind to ascertain, by pushing the case, 
whether Welles ought to be punished by imprison- 
ment or committed to an asylum as a dangerous 
lunatic. 

Abbout 2:30 o’clock, the ordinary business of the 
Tombs Police Court having been disposed of, Jus- 
tice Bixby intimated his readiness to dispose of the 
Welles case.. Inspector Byrnes, who had been 
darting back and forth and repeatedly consulting 
with Messrs. Gould and Conner and the friends of 
Welles, disappeared through the private passage 
by way of the Justice’s room, and pres- 
ently reappeared in the court room, the 
prisoner, in charge of several detectives, follow- 
jng. There were few persons in the court beside 
the officers, a few applicants for summonses, and 
half a dozen newspaper men, yet the prisoner, as 
he walked to the bar, avoided the crowd, keep- 
ing his head down. In appearance he is tall, but 
not much above the average height, is bony in 
frame, and sallow of feature, not a bit “jaunty” 
in carriage, and notat all foppishin dress. His 
elothes were dark and well-fitting. His hair is 
dark, with traces of gray, and his mustache 
nearly black. His arraignment was over in 
afew moments. The affidavit of Inspector Byrnes 
was read by Justice Bixby. It charges that on 
Nov. 13, andon other days, from and including 
Oct. 15, 7. Howard Welles did ‘** knowingly, wick- 
edly, and feloniously’ send to Jay Gould letters 
and writings threatening to do bodily injury to 
bim, with intent to extort money and property. 
The affidavit further charges that Welles parted 
vith the possession of the threatening letters. and 
refers to the letters which are made part of the 
affidavit. The Inspector further makes affidavit 
that on Oct. 17 Welles threatened to “kill and mur- 
ter Jay Gould.” . 

Mr. Algernon §. Sullivan, speaking for the pris- 
oner, asked that the examination be postponed for 
2 day or two inorder that he might examine the 
letters contained in the affidavit, and have oppor- 
tunity for consultation with the prisoner and his 
friends. After a brief consultation with Mr. Gould, 
who was opposed to a prolonged delay, the latter 
intimated that he would be willing to have a post- 
ponement until Wednesday, and the Justice there- 
fore committed Mr. Welles, without bail, until to- 
morrow afternoon at 3:30 o’clock. The prisoner 
was immediately taken down into the prison and 
jocked up in cell No. 4. He at no time lost his self- 
»ossession or acted in any way strange. When 
‘Warden Finn was asked by a repcrter of THE 
Times to be allowed to see and talk with Mr. 
Welles, he declined, and said he had been directed 
‘by Justice Bixby, the prisoner’s counsel, and the 
prisoner himself not to permit representatives of 
the press to approach him. 

Mr. Ambrose Monell, who is firmly convinced 
that Welles is of unsound mind, said that his rela- 
tive was connected with the Army and in the Com- 
missary Department during the war, being sta- 
tioned at Baltimore. He was brevetted Colonel, not 
for service in the field, but because he had held an 
§Jmportant position, and had satisfactorily account- 
ed for large sums of money which he handled in 
the discharge of his duty. His name is mentioned 
in connection with certain pork contracts, which 
reflected no credit upon the persons interested in 
them. Welles’s only thought is that of committing 
suicide, and it was upon Mr. Monell’s ad- 
monition that. upon taking Welles to his 
vell, the Warden examined him, took 
from him a small knife which he found in his 
pocket, and afterward assigned a guardto keep 
Watch of him in his cell. 

Mr. Sullivan, his counsel, says he is unacquainted 
with the details of the case, and will need all the 
time granted to him to make himself familiar with 
the letters complained of in the affidavit. He may 
piso devote himself to an examination of tne 
prisoner with a view to ascertaining his mental 
condition—if necessary by the aid of physielans— 
and may, when the prisoner is next arraigned, 
waive an examination and submit to his being 
bound over for trial. 

Inspector Byrnes said yesterday that there was 
nothing to add to the very full report of tle case 
published in Tar Tres at present. He has in bis 

ossession a large number of ietters written by 

velles to Mr. Gould, but by order of Justiee Bixby 
they will not be made public until the examination 
takes place to-morrcw.

WHAT WAS SAID IN WALL-STREET. 

The affair was amply discussed in Wall- 
street yesterday, and every manner of opinion was 
expressed regarding not only the man but his real 
intentions. Few there were who placed much 
faith in the man’s threats; many emphatically de- 
elared their belief that the man was irresponsible 
for his actions. But Mr. Jay Gould was not dis- 


posed to agree with the majority of men in “‘the 
Street.” He remained firmly of the opinion that 
* Col.” Welles had been dead in earnest, and had 
flieliberately and maliciously concocted a plot to 
setry through which he would not have hesitated 
at murder. Persons in the confidence of Mr. Gould 
asserted that Welles would be punished to the full 
extent of the law. The authoritative statement. 
that Mr. Gouid is in constant receipt of threatening 
setters was the subject of general discussion. 

** We are all liable to receive just such letters,” 
said Mr. Russell Sage, ‘‘ and Mr. Gould can’t claim 
8 monopoly of that kind of correspondence, Lately 
‘nobody has bothered me. The last warlike epistle 
that reached me camein June. The writer told me 
that I must send North-western where he wanted 
it or prepare fora funeral. The fool did not seem 
to know that I wasn’t touching that stock at all, 
and couldn’t send ita penny one way or the other. 
i didn’t worry much over the epistle, but passed it 
over to my friends to laugh about. These men 
who talk so strong neverhurt. The fact is, the 
only man who ever tackled me, and who really 
seemed to mean business, was Unele Rufus Hatch, 
when he followed me down to Long Branch with 
that shiny revolver of his. Uncle Rufe was kind o’ 
serious, kind o’ serious, my boy, kind o’ serious.”’ 

“Oh, yes,” guoth Cyrus W. Field, “men like 
Welles are bobbing up here, there, and everywhere 
kilthe time. I suppose I receive dozens of letters 
every year containing pleasant information to the 
effect that Imust do soand so or die. But that 
sort of correspondence don't bother me—not a bit. 
Such epistles fall into my waste-basket before I 
read them half through, andI smile right on just 
as usual, for, you see, I look at the thing philo- 
sophically, and if anybody wants to shoot me, why 
— only get me into heaven all the quicker. 


James R. Keene stopped chewing his unlighted 
cigar to informa Trwes reporter that he didn’t 
“take much stock” in these sensational stories 
about the myriads of men roaming around through 
Wall-street seeking whom they may devour. Mr. 
Keene had not found time to read the morning 
papers, but was inctined to rate Welles as somewhat 
of a crank to seek points on “salvation” from Jay 

ould’s office. ‘* People may be anxious to kill Mr. 

ould, but they don’t bother me, and if he receives 
threatening letters daily, his mail, Iam happy to 
remark, is decidedly different from mine. I meet 
with no such trouble; none at all. Igo where I 

lease, day and night, alone and unprotected, and 

guess nobody hides around street corners for my 
special benefit.” ’ 

Superintendent Bangs, of Pinkerton’s Detective 
Agency, smilingiy remarked that so far back as he 
could recollect bodily harm had never been done 
to anybody by an anonymous letter-writer, how- 
yver emphatic the threats. 


MEETING OF VIRGINIA BONDHOLDEBRS. 

American holders of ‘Virginia deferred 
bonds” met yesterday to confer with the represent- 
ative of English holders to devise means of relief. 
Vhe meeting was held in the Wall-street office of 
Mr. J. B. Manning, and among the holders repre- 
sented were Vermilye & Co., W. T. Hatch & Sons, 


Chase & Higginson, L. Marx & Co., L. & 8S. Wormser 
& Co., Asiel & Co., Spever & Co.,8. De Jonge & 
Co., J. B. Manning, William Lummis, Edward Bon- 
ber, B. Skaats, and James Curphey. The rep- 
resentative of Engish interests was Mr. C. Sat- 
terthwaite. Nearly $6,000,000 of the bonds were 
represented, of which Mr. Satterthwaite and Lon- 
don associates hold between $3,000,000 and 
$4,000,000. President Garrett, of the Baltimore and 
Uhio Railroad Company, who is said to hold nearly 
£5.000,000 of the bonds, was the only interested 
party of consequence absent. The meeting was 
erivate.

ANOTHER HORSE DISTEMPER. 


ONE-EIGHTH OF THE HORSES IN THE CITY 
PROSTRATED. 

A distemper is prevailing among the horses 
in New-York which the veterinary surgeons are 
unable to find in books treating of diseases peculiar 
to these animals. It made its appearance about 
three weeks ago and spread so rapidly that scarce- 
ly a horse has escaped. Working horses more 
frequently than carriage horses seem to 
have been affected. The hospitals of nearly 
all the street car companies are filled with sick 
animals and many have died. The disease is not 
necessarily fatal, and prompt and careful treat- 
ment generally effects a cure. The horses of the 
Fourth-avenue line are suffering quite severely 
from the affection. At present, 160 of the 762 owned 
by the company are in the hospital. Dr. Samuel 


Whelpley, the surgeon in charge, detailed 
the symptoms of the distemper to a 
reporter of Tur Times yesterday afternoon, 
The eyes matterate, the nose discharges profusely, 
the legs swell to abnormal proportions, and every 
organ appears to he affected. Unless treated in 
time it will develop into pneumonia. It is very de- 
bilitating, and renders the animal attacked so 
weak that it can hardly stand. Dr. Whelpley 
said that he had heard no name applied to it, 
but he regarded it as a form of typhoid 
neumonia. Horses have died within 16 
n,0urs after exhibiting the first symptoms. 
Some animals recover in a few days and others 
notin weeks. Intheirstallsthe horses standina 
osition to favor their weakening condition and 
fons their heads down. They eat very little and 
apparently have no appetite. Frequently cases 
are attended with coughing and strangling. The 
only remedy for the disease appears to be relief 
from work, good care, and the free use of stimu- 
lants and tonics. If takenin time, veterinary sur- 
geons say, no case need prove fatal, but owners 
and drivers do not generally know the serious con- 
sequences, and so neglect the animals too long. 
The mortality among horses since the distemper 
appeared has been very large. A horse-owner said 
yesterday that in going from Fourteenth-street to 
Central Park, a day or two ago, he saw five horses 
that had died in the street from the disease. 
There is this peculiarity about the disease, 
that when a horse is seemingly almost re- 
covered it may suddenly fall down dead. The 
surgeons all agree that the distemper is due to at- 
mospheric conditions, and think that it will pre- 
vail only in the damp seasons—the Spring and 
Fall. It is not contagious and it is expected that it 
will disappear when the cold weather and frosts 
setin. If a horse in perfect health were isolated it 
would be just as likeiy to be attacked, the surgeons 
state, as if it were among animals sick with the dis- 
ease. The distemper seems to have taken the 
place of evizooty, though *‘ pink-eye,”’ or scarlatina, 
still prevails to a great extent. Horses once pros- 
trated with the affection, as far as can be learned, 
do not suffer a second attack. Very few of the la- 
boring horses have escaped, and_ since 
the distemper made its appearance the street 
car, omnibus, express, and truck companies 
have been greatly crippled. The Fonrth-Avenue 
Street-Car Company have bought a great many 
horses in the country and brought them to the 
City to makeup the loss sustained by the fire at 
its stables. These were the first to be prostrated 
with the disease and the symptoms were more 
severe than in horses accustomed to the 
work and climate. The Third-avenue line has 
1,850 horses, the Sixth-avenue 1,200, the Seventh- 
avenne and Broadway 700, and the Eighth-avenue 
800. In thestables of these companies the disease 
has raged with more or less severity, The loss to 
each company has ranged from 6 to 2% 
horses. A surgeon on the West Side with 
whom the reporter talked said that he considered 
the distemper a catarrhal influenza, and. 
he believed that it required hygienic care rather 
than anything else, He had administered a mild 
form of quinine with excellent resuits. At the sale 
and boarding stables on East Twenty-fourth-street, 
between Lexington and Second avenues, nearly 
every horse has been siek, and several valu- 
able animals have died from the disease. 
Mr. J. H. Dahlman, whose stables contain 
850 fine horses, thought the disease was virulent 
sore throat, accompanied by blood-poisoning. The 
inflammation, he said, settled in the legs very 
otten, but he did not regard the disease as so seri- 
ous as epizooty. The treatment in the Twenty- 
fourth-street stables differed from thatinthe car 
stables. Ale and milk punches were used, 
and in many instances nitre was mixed 
with the feed. C. H. Hayward, Oakley 
& Smith, Fiss & Doerr, and Isasec Mehrbach, 
who keep from 100 to 150 horses, had tried these 
remedies with suecess. Mr. Dahiman said he first 
heard of the distemperina the West. It trayeled 
from Missouri to lilinois, Indiana, and thence to 
New-York. He had been informed by a horseman 
in Boston that it had reached that city. 
At present it is raging in the lower 
part of New-York to a greater extent than 
elsewhere. It is estimated that at least one-eighth 
of all the horses in the City are suffering from the 
disease. The symptoms of * pink-eye,” from which 
the City is by no means exempt, are sore eyes and 
throat, swollen legs, nose, lips, and tongue. Often 
the hind legs craek open. Sometimes “* pink-eye”’ 
terminates in hemorrboida. 


FALSE WALL-STREET RUMORS. 
——_.>_—- 
THE TRADESMEN’S NATIONAL BANK DE- 
CLARED TO BE SOUND. 
Rumors were in circulation on Wall-street 
yesterday to the effect that the Tradesmen’s Na- 


tional Bank was in an unsound cordition. In dif- 
ferent quarters the rumors took on different 
phases, Some reports represented the bank as 
being only temporarily embarrassed, others had it 
that large and irregular advances made for specu- 
lative purposes had crippled the institution, while 
still other reports represented tbe bank as the vic- 
tim of an extensive defalication. An early appli- 
cation at the bank for information elicited the 
prompt and emphatic assurance that there 
was uot the slightest foundation for any 
of the unfavorable reports. Mr. Richard 
Berry is the President of the Tradesmen’s Nation- 
al Bark, and Mr. Oliver F. Berry is the Cashier. 
The bank was established in 1823, and its capital 
stock is $1,000,000. It already has a large surplus, 
and its stock is reputed to be worth anywhere 
from 120 to 130. The Cashier intimated to a Times 
reporter that the reports affecting the standing of 
the bank had been put in circulation for stock 
eae purposes. He said that the institution was 

n first-class condition, and if business was to be 
suspended at once the stockholders would be able 
to divide a large premium on the face value of 
their stock, ‘“*We have no Waill-street accounts 
whatever,’’ remarked Mr. Berry, “the bulk 
of our business being with the mercantile 
classes."” As soon as the street rumors reached 
the ears of the officers of the bank, President Berry 
sent a request to Manager Camp, of the Clearing- 
house, to have an immediate examination made of 
the books of the concern, The Clearing-house 
Committee, in compliance with this request, spent 
most of the afternoon in making the examination. 
After they had finished they prepared the follow- 
ing report for publication: 

The undersigned, Clearing-house Committee of the 
New-York Clearing-house Association, have to-day ex- 
amined the Tradesmen’s National Bank of New-York, 
and find that bank entirely sound and its capital un-

The officers of the bank were not inclined to say 
anything regarding the animus of the mischievous 
reports, but the Cashier declared that he believed 
the reports were circulated willfully and for the 
purpose of injuring the bank. There will be a 
meeting of the Directors of the bank to-day, and 
measures will probably be taken to trace the 
source of the reports and punish the offenders. 
Mr. Camp,.of the Clearing-house, assured Tue 
Times’s reporter that nothing wrong had been 
found in the financial management or condition of 
the bank, and as an indication of the soundness of 
the institution it was stated that a balance of $50,- 
000 was paid by it into the Clearing-house yesterday.

CONSOLIDATION OF THE THREE COMPANIES— 


THE GOULD PLAN CARRIED OUT. 


The Directors of the three elevated railway 
companies met yesterday, and, except in the Metro- 
politan Board, there was perfect unanimity among 
the gentlemen assembled to carry out, so far 
as they could, Mr. Jay Gould’s last scheme 
—the swallowing up of the Metropolitan and 
New-York Companies by the Manhattan. Mr. 
Kneeland and Mr. Stout, as Directors of the Metro- 
politan, were not among the majority. Represent- 
ing large Metropolitan holdings, they vigorously 


protested against the Gould-Field-Sage plan, and 
made known their intention of fighting it. Mr. 
Gould’s Boards of Directors, however, did not 
change their plans to accommodate Mr. Kneeland 
and his colleague, but promptly proceeded to adopt 
an agreement merging the Metropolitan Company 
along with the New-York into Manhattan. Subse- 
eet, Jay Gould. as President of the Manhattan; 

yrus W. Field, as President of the New-York, and 
Russell Sage, as President of the Metropolitan, at- 
tached their names to the agreement, and there- 
upon publicly announced that henceforth and for- 
ever the three are one. 

By the terms of the signed articles of acreement, 
to which the seals of the three companies were 
formally affixed, the Manhattan is to take a sur 
render or transfer of the vapital stock of the stock- 
holders of each of the other two companies, or of 
the stock of so many of such stockholders as may 
choose to make such surrender or transfer, and 
issue in exchange therefor the like additional 
amount of the stock of the Manhattan Company 
on the terms and conditions following: The stock 
thus to be issued to the stockholders of the New- 
York Company shail be called first preferred stock, 
and shall be entitled to the payment of dividends 
at the rate of 6 per cent. a year, payable quarterly, 
out of the net earnings of the company during the 
year, before any dividend is paid to a stockholder 
of any other class; and if the net earnings in etd 
year prove insufficient to pay the 6 per cent. divi- 
dend provided for the whole of the net earnings 
are, nevertheless, to be divided, and any deficiency 
below 6 per cent. is to remain due and be accumu- 
lated and paid so soon as there shall be net earn- 
ings sufficient to pay the same, or so far as the net 
earnings will go; that is to say, the net earnings of 
each quarter are to be divided among the first pre- 
ferred stock holders until they shall have received 
full dividends at the rate of 6 per cent. a year on 
each share of first preferred stock, the whole of 
such preferred stock not exeeeding $6.500,000. 

Each stockholder of tne New-York Company 
shall receive a cash payment of $10 a share on sur- 
rendering his stock to the Manhattan Company, in 
addition to his corresponding certificate of first 
preferred stock of the Manhattan Company. The 
stock to be issued to the stockholders of the Metro- 
politan Company shall be called second preferred 
stock, and shall be entitled to the payment of divi- 
dends at the rate of 6 per cent. a year, non-cumula- 
tive, payable quarterly out of the net earnings of 
the company during the year after the first pre- 
= stockholders have received their full divi- 

ends, 

The present stock of the Manhattan Company, 
amounting to $13,000,000, is to be called common 
stock, and shall be entitled to all dividends out of 
the net earnings of the company after payments ef 
the dividends or the first and second preferred 
stock.

THE REVEREND GENTLEMAN FALLS AND 


BREAKS HIS NOSE. 


The Rev. Dr. John Hall, of the Fifth-Avenue 
Presbyterian Church, met with an accident on Sun- 
day night which will disfigure his nose and face for 
some time to come, if not permanently, and which 
will confine him to his home for at least two weeks. 
On Sunday evening the distinguished clergyman 
delivered a sermoninanew Presbyterian church 
in One Hundred and Eleventh-street, near Third- 
avenue. Inreturning to his residence, at No.6 West 
Fifty-sixth-street, near Fifth-avenue, he boarded 


a Third-avenue street car. He was accompanied 
by one of his sons. The car being crowded, they 
stood on the front platform. Uupon reaching 
Fifty-sixth-street the reverend gentleman and his 
son desired to alight. intending to walk through 
that street to their residence. The son lightly 
stepped from the platform on the upper side 
of the street, and before the car_ had 
been fully checked at the tower cross-walk Dr. 
Hall jumped forward. The crossing was wet and 
slippery, and he missed his footing. Before he 
could recover himself he fell forward, his face 
striking the curbstone. He was bteeding profusely 
when picked up, but was not insensible. There was 
an ugly gash under his left eve and across his nose, 
A coach was ordered and he was quickly removed 
to his home. There it was discovered that his nose 
was broken. One of his sons, who isa surgeon, 
dressed his wounds. The clergyman was in great 
pain throughout the night and yesterday. Last 
evening he was resting quietly. His physicians 
said he must not attempt to leave his residence for 
two weeks.

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TWENTY MILES OF WHALES. 


NOVEL SIGHTS SEEN FROM THE DECK OF 
THE STEAM-SHIP NEWPORT. 

The steam-ship Newport, of Ward’s Line, 
which is now having her bottom scraped and 
painted on the dry-dock at the foot of Market- 
street, had an unusual experience during her re- 
cent outward trip to Havana. She sailed from this 
port on Thursday, Oct. 27, and before daylight 


next morning she was off the Capes of Delaware, 


At about 8 o’clock, when she was steaming at the 
rate of 15 miles per hour, she ran into an immense 
school of whales 20 miles long anda quarter of a 
mile wide. ‘The animals were of all sizes and dis- 
ported themselves in the water as if enjoying it. 
Suddenly the ship stook from stem to atern 
as she struck a monster about 60 feet 
long which was attempting to cross 
the path of the Newport. The whale was 
cut in halves, which passed astern on either side, 
while the water was dyed red with his blood. The 
steamer came to a standstill, and her stem was 
examined. It was found to have escaped injury, 
but the steering geer was slightly damaged. This 
was soon repaired, and the Newport proceeded, 
but the passengers were not so delighted with the 
whales as they had been before the shock. The 
sight of the monster's head as it shot upward from 
the water had been anything but pleasant to them. 
Ten minutes after the vessel started uptbere was 
another and a heavier shock, which almost threw 
the passengers from their feet. Another whale had 
been cutintwo. The body of this animal passed 
under the vessel, and struck the propeller with 
great violence. The engineer rushed on deck, im- 
agining that the ship had struck a submerged 
wreck. Capt. Sundberg ordered the course of the 
steamer changed, and she soon ran out of the 
troublesome whales. Theoldest sea-going men on

THE DEFAUL TING BANK CASHIER. 


The examination in the case of Oscar L. 


Baldwin, the defaulting Cashier of the Mechanics, 
National Bank, at Newark, was commenced be- 
fore Commissioner Whitehead yesterday. Baldwin 
availed himself of the privilege offered of not at- 


tendingin person. A, F. R. Martin. broker, of No., 


40 Wall-street, New-York, testified that Mrs. Bald- 
win had had an account with him, but that it never 
ran over $5,000. It was closed out several days 
ago, there being $2,000 to her credit. The money 
was paid to William H. Lemassena on an order. He 
had had an account with Theodore F. Baldwia, 
brother to Oscar L., which varied from $5,000 to 
$40,000. This was in 1877. He did not like to 
carry so large an amount for a person connected 
with a bank, and he spoke to Oscar about 
it, asking him if it was all right. Oscar expressed 
surprise, and said he knew nothing about the 
matter, but would inquire. A few days after he 
told witness it was all right, but shortly after the 
account was closed out. The ease was then ad- 

journed to Saturday at 10 A. M. Counsel for 

aldwin attempted to keep out this evidence, but 
Jndge Teese, who represented Nugent, said he de- 
sired to show that the bank’s money had been 
locked up by Baldwin in his house, with his wife, 
and in speculations. He alsosaid that the proseeu- 
tion was simply an attempt to obtain for the bank 
money that belonged to Nugent's creditors. Theo- 
dore Baldwin said, after the examination, that the 
money he had placed with Martin was hisown, and 
that he had speculated entirely on his own account 
and had made money.

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JOHN J. SCOTT’S ASSAILANTS. 


CONVIC TED OF LARCENY FROM THE PERSON 
AND SENT TO STATE PRISON. 

John J. Scott, a well-known silk manufac- 
turer of Paterson, N. J., doing business in this 
City, died at his residence in Paterson on Oct. 8 
under suspicious circumstances. In inquiring into 
the cause of his death it was ascertained that on 


the night of Oct. 5 he had been robbed of his 
watch, eye-glasses, knife, and a small sum of mon- 
ey. Officer Feeney, of the Twenty-seventh Pre- 
cinct, of this City, saw two meninthe act of rob- 
bing a man inthe hallway of No. 125 Greenwich- 
street, and took them into custody. The man 
who haa been robbed appeared to be some- 
what under the influence of liquor, and the 
officer took him also to the _ Sstation- 
house, to insure his appearance against the 
prisoners. The complainant gaye the name of 
John varvis, and at the Police Court next morning 
was held in $100 bail to appear when called upon, 
Thomas S. Wheelock, of No. 50 Lispenard-street, 
where complainant had an office, becoming his 
bondsman. At the Police Court the compiainant, 
who appeared to be somewhat dazed, said he bad 
been assaulted and robbed by three men, one of 
whom escaped. Ou reaching his home in Paterson 
he became unconscious, and remained in that con- 
dition until he died. The doctors found that he 
had received a slight fracture of the skull, but cer- 
tified that death had been caused by congestion 
of the lungs. It was claimed by the friends 
of the Paterson merchant that his death was the 
result of injuries received at the bands of the men 
who had robbed him in New-York, and Chief Graul, 
of Paterson, communicated with Superintendent 
Walling on the subject. Officer Feeney was seat 
to Paterson, and immediately identified the dead 
Mr. Scott asthe man who had been robbed in New- 
York and had given the name of Jarvis. It was 
then ascertained that Mr. Scott, not wishing to 
give his correct name, had given that of Jarvis, 
which was his middle name. An effort was made 
to connect the prisoners, who gave the names of 
Michael Johnson and James short, with the death 
of Mr. Scott, but the evidence was insuf- 
fieient, and the attempt was abandoned. They 
were tnen indicted for robbing the deceased mer- 
chant, his property having been found in John- 
son’s possession, and in the General Sessions Court, 
last week, both were convicted of larceny from 
the person on the evidenze of Officer Feeney. In 
passing sentence yesterday. Recorder Smyth said 
that both prisoners were ex-convicts. Johnson had 
served a term in State prison under the name of 
Hackett, and had shown no disposition to reform. 
Short, since his discharge from the penitentiary, 
had, the court felt satisfied, endeavored to lead an 
honest life, but had again fallen among bad com- 
ong Their offease was an aggravated one, and 
e regrettea that the indictment did not charge 
the graver offense of larceny in the night-time, the 
penalty for which was much more severe. The 
Judge sentenced Johnson ‘o the full penalty, five 
years in State prison, and sent Short to the same 

stitution for four years. 
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THE LATE JEREMIAH E, CAREY, 
Judge Donohue adjourned Supreme Court, 
Chambers, yesterday out of respect to the memory 
of the late Hon. Jeremiah E. Carey. The motion 


was made by F. B. Van Vieck, and in granting it 
Judge Donohue spoke very feelingly of Mr. Carey's 
mental and moral qualities. He said that Mr. 
Carey was one of the examiners at the time of his 
admission tothe Bar. Born in Rhode Isiand, in 
1803, Mr. Carey came to this State whena lad and 
procured an education by his own exertions. He 
was admitted to the Bar in 1829, and he reprecented 
Otsego County in the Twenty-eighth Congress. He 
lived in New-York City for more than 40 years, and 
he acquired a high reputation as a citizen and a 
lawyer. He wasa member of the Board of Edu- 
cation for years and took @ great interest in the 
public school system.

Charles T. White & Co, manufacturing 
chemists, of No. 54 Maiden-lane, have suspended 
payment and asked of their creditors an extension 


of time. The firm consists of Charles T. White, 
Norman White, and Henry G. Starin. The firm 
Was established a Charles and Norman White 
in 1870. They ought out L. Martin & 

manufacturing pharmaceutical chemists, 
f Philadelphia, transferred the business to 
New-York, and built a large factory at North 
Eleventh and Third streets, Brooklyn, Eastern 
District. Mr. Starin said to a reporter of Taz 
Tovrss yesterday that the liabilities of the firm were 
about $250,000, but the assets vere quite sufiicient 
to pay dollar for dollar if the extension asked for 
is grant-d. Allof the creditors so far heard from 
had, he seid, consented to grant an extension. No 
particular time has been asked for, but the period 
of the extension will be determined on when tl » 
consent of all the creditors is obtained. The diffi- 
culties of the firm, Mr. Starin added, have arisen 
from the steady decline in the value of chemicals 
which has been going on during the last thrae 
years.
